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1-     DR.  TAYLOR  OUTLII^S  PGLICIES  TO  GMIN 


"Construction"  and  not  "destruction"  is  the  aim  of  the 
department  in  the  administration  of  its  various  functions,  Dr. Taylisr 
told  the  Grain  Dealers  National  Association  which  met  in  annual 
convention  at  New  Orleans  today.    The  department,  Dr.  Taylor  said, 
"is  interested  in  the  development  of  the  most  .efficient  system  of 
marketing  farm  products.     It  is  also  interested  in  educating  every 
one  concerned,  including  producers  and  consumers,  with  regard  to  the 
functions  performed  "by  the  middleman  at  the  various  stages  in  the 
marketing  of  farm  products  and  the  elements  of  cost  involved  in  the 
rendering  of  this  service. " 

In  urging  the  full  cooperation  of  the  grain  trade  in  the 
administration  of  the  Grain  Futures  Act,  Dr*  Taylor  said,  "If  the 
Grain  Futures  Act  is  a  success,  farmers  will  prohably  not  desire  to 
compete  in  or  to  destroy  the  central  grain  markets.    The  first  thing 
the  Grain  Futures  Act  calls  for  is  the  gathering  of  facts.    The  plain 
statement  of  truth  m-ay  satisfy  the  farmers  that  all  is  well,  that 
grain  is  "being  handled  in  an  efficient  manner  and  for  a    fair  charge. 
In  case  the  facts  do  not  point  to  this  conclusion  in  the  first  instance, 
the  Act  carries  the  "basis  for  making  helpful  suggestions  which  will 
tend  to  rectify  the  situation." 

Dr.  Taylor  outlined  the  department's  attitude  toward  co- 
operative marketing  and  the  county  agent  system  and  stated  that  the 
department  recognizes  the  importance,  of  the  functions  performed  "by  the 
grain  trade. 

In  conclusion  Dr.  Taylor  said,  "The  administration  of  the  Grain 
Futures  Act  has  the  possi'bility  "before  it  of  rendering  the  grain  trade 
of  the  United  States  a  very  great  service  by  securing  the  facts  and 
educating  the  public  with  regard  to  the  f-unctions  performed  and  the 
services  rendered  "by  those  who  handle  grain  and  "by  the  orgaMzed  markets 
in  which  "business  is  trsmsacted, " 

2.     DR.  GRAY  BFTTJBNS  FROM  EUROPEAN  STUDY. 

Dr.  L.  C,  Gray,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Land  Ecpnomics ,  has 
returned  from  Europe  where  he  has  "been  for  the  past  six  months  studying 
land  tenure  systems. 

The  Affitanzi  Collectiva  or  the  cooperative  farming  associations 
of  Italy  afforded  an  interesting  study  from  Dr.  Gray's  point  of  view.  He 
visited  the  Italian  provinces  of  Milan,  Venice  ^nd  Parma  and  Sicily  in 
corjiection  with  his  study*     These  associations,  he  reports,  take  two 
forms:  first,  that  of  acquiring  land  and  reletting  it  to  members ; secondly , 
that  of  acquiring  land  and  operating  it  collectively.     In  these  co- 
operative enterprises,  farming  is  kept  up-to-date  "by  the  use  of  modern 
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mchineiy  -  i\nierican  and  German  -  and  the  employment  of  scientific 
methods  in  cooperation  with  Italian  government  scientists. 

The  Italian  public  credit  system  is  largely  under  the  Institute 
for  Credit  and  Cooperation,  with  headquarters  at  Rome.     This  institute 
provides  credit  for  Italian  agriculture  through  loans  made  largely  to 
cooperative  associations. 

•Tne  Austrians,  3Dr.   Gray  reports,  are  not  trying  to  carry  on  a 
very  radical  land. policy.     The  German  Empire  is  endeavoring  to  follow  a 
policy  of  creating  small  holdings,  and  one  of  the  interesting  features 
of  this  policy,  Dr.  Gray  says,  is  that  land  proprietors  are  comrpelled 
"by  law  in  certain  districts  to  provide  land  for  the  purpose  of  creating 
sm^ll  holdings. 

Dr.   Gray  visited  Czechoslovakia  and  got  a  glimpse  of  the  "beautiful 
farming  country  of  Bohemia.     He  also  visited  Copenhagen  and  then  went  to 
Paris  to  get  data  concerning  a  numoer  of  interesting  economic  experim.ents 
the  Frencn  have  under  way.     One  of  these  is  their  system  of  lahor  exchange 
which  provides,  lahorers  locally  and  also  "brings  them  in  from  other 
countries  for  harvest  work. 

After  studying  the  small  holdings  system  of  Scotland,  Dr.  Gray 
visited  Lincolnshire,  Staffordshire,  and  Worcestershire.     As  a  result  of 
promotion  on  the  part  of  the  Worcestershire  county  council,  there  are  about 
700  small  holdings  of  land  in  that  famxous  farming  section  of  England.  Wnile 
these  holdings  are  usually  not  more  than  3  or  4  acres  each,  they  are  in- 
tensively'cultivated,  and  Dr.  Gray  states  he  never  saw  "better  farming  than 
he  saw  in  that  section, 

3.     FABI^^R^S  LIVING  CONDITIONS  TO  BE  STUDIED. 


The  farmer  *s  living  conditions  and  costs  of  living  are  to  "be 
studied  "by  E.  L.  Kirkpatrick,  who  has  been  appointed  Assistant  Economist 
.    in  the  Division  of  Farm  Population  and  Rural  Life.     Dr.  Kirkpatrick  re- 
ported for  duty  yesterday  morning.    He  was  formerly  instructor  in  horti- 
culture at  Cornell  and  received  his  doctor's  degree  in  rural  sociology  froK 
that  university.     The  farrier's  standard  of  living  was  the  subject  of  his 
doctorate  thesis, 

4.     E.  W.  BAKER  TO  SUPERVISE  LIVE  STOCK  REPORTING  SERVICE, 

The  market  reporting  service  at  all  live  stock  markets  at  which  the 
bureau  maintains  offices  will  be  supervised  by  E,  W,  Baker  beginning  today. 
This  change  is  a  part  of  the  recent  reorganization  in  which    J.  S.  Campbell 
was  placed  in  administrative  charge  of  the  Chicago  office  of  the  Live  Stoc 
Meats  and  Wool  Division. 

Mr*  Baker  will  give  special  attention  to  establisning  greater 
uniformity  in  the  reporting  services  maintained  at, .the  various  live  stock 
markets  with  particular  eri:phasis  on  the  uniform  application  •  of  the  bureau's 
standard  classes  and  grades  of  live  s:tock.     He  will .  continue  to  maintain 
his  headquarters  at  the  Union  Stock  Yards,  Chicago. 
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He  lias  Deen  in  the  bijireau  sin^e  early  in  1918  and  has  been  in 
charge  of  the  Chicago  office  since  April,  1920.    His  new  assignicent  will 
give  his  acknov/ledged  abilities  wider  scope  and  will,  no  doubt,  result  in 
a  marked  inrpr ovenient  of  the  live  stock  irax-ket  reporting  service. 

Mr,   Canpbell,  v/ho  succeeds  Mr.  Balder  as  officer  in  charge  at  Chicago, 
has  been  in  the  bureau  since  1918  and  during  a.  greater  part  of  the  tiiT.e 
since  then  has  been  employed  in  reporting  the  hog  rcarket  at  Kansas  City. 
His  superiors  report  tha.t  he  handled  the  Kansas  City  assignnent  with  such 
irarked  credit  to  both  himself  and  the  bureau  that  when  the  vacancy  occurred 
in  Chicago  he  seemed  the  logical  man  for  the  place, 

5.  FINAL  HEARING  ON  HAY  GRADES  iO^TQUlTCED. 

The  final  hearing  on  the  proposed  grades  for  hay  will  be  held  in 
the  auditorium  of  Center  Market,  Wasnington,  October  12,  beginning  at 
10  a.m.  eastern  standard  tim.e»    Hay  exchanges,  chambers  of  coiiierce,  State 
institutions  and  other  organizations  have  been  invited  to  send  a  representa- 
tive to  this  hearing  to  indicate,  as  far  as  possible,  the  attitude  of  the 
organization  represented  toward  the  approval  and  adoption  of  the  recom- 
mended grades.    Matters  relating  to  Federal  inspection  of  hay  through  co- 
operation with  interested  orgaMzations  will  a,lso  be  considered. 

'  At  the  Chicago  hearing,  wnich  was  held  last  Wednesday  and  Tnursday, 
the  35  prominent  members  of  the  hay  trade  who  attended  the  hearing, 
including  the  President  of  the  National  Hay  Association,  approved_the 
grades  without  a  dissenting  vote.    This  unanimous  endorsement,  following 
the  general  approval  of  the  grades  at  the  New  York  hearing  held  earlier 
in  the  month,  was  very  gratifying  to  those  in  charge  of  the  work. 

Several  railroads  have  suggested  that  special  railway  cars  be  used 
to  demonstrate  the  grades  throughout  hay  producing  sections.     It  is  plar^ied, 
after  the  final  grades  have  been  announced,  to  der;.onstrate  tnem  at  farm.ers^ 
short  courses  to  be  held  at  various  colleges  and  universities  during  the 
coming  winter. 

6.  SOUTH  CAROLINA  WA'SEHOUSEL/IEN  URGED  TO  OPERATE  UIvTEER  WAHSHOUSE  ACT. 

The  administration  of  the  warehouse  Act  in  the  coxton  region  east  of 
the  Mississippi  River  was  considered  by  H.  S.  Yohe,  in  charge  of  the 
Warehouse  Division,        F.  Brown,  in  charge  of  the  Raleigh  office  and 
F.  G.   Crout,   in  cnarge  of  the  Atlanta  office  of •  the  Warehouse  Division,  at 
Columbia,  S.  C.  ,  September  27  and  28,     They  also  conferred  with  the 
management     of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  South  Carolina  Cotton  Growers 
Association  with  reference  to  storing  association  cotton  in  licensed  ware- 
houses.   Mr.  Yohe  addressed  the  board  of  directors  the  evening  of  September 
27  on  the  wax-ehouse  Act  and  its  purposes,     Mr.  Brown  also,  spoke.    He  gave 
pertinent  informant  ion  relative  to  Federal-licensed  warehouses  in  South 
Carolina. 

The  board  of  directors  passed  a  resolution  endorsing  the  Act  and 
directir^  that  the  m^anagement  of  the  association  urge  all  South  Carolina 
warehousemen  who  are  not  operating  under  the  Soafe  systeu:  to  become  licensee 
under  the  Federal  Act  as  soon  as  they  ean  meet  the  rec^uirements  of  the  Act, 
and  those  operating  »-under  the  State  law  to  consider  seriously  the  Federal 
law.

In  the  absence  of  Dr,  Taylor,  IVir.  Estabrook  presided, 

Dr,  L*  C.  Gray,  who  has  just  retiirned  from  Europe ,  gave  an 
interesting  report  on  observations  and  studies  abroad,  a  brief  account 
of  which  appeals  in  a  previous  item. 

Ivlr»  1c:-i.jy,  who  attexided  the  second  hearing  on  the  proposed. hay 
.  grades  at  Chicago  last  week,  tcld  with  enchusiam  of  the  changed  attitude 
of  the  hay  trade  toward  the  recoiLir.ended  grades.    He  stated  that  the 
present  unsatisfactory  and  inadeq.uate  method  of  grading  hay  was  demon- 
strated and  then  by  means  of  samples  attractively  displayed  the  nev/ 
grades  were  presented  and  explained  and  a  comparison  between  t>ld  and  new 
standards  overcame  all  opposition  lurking  in. the  minds  of  members  of  the 
associations.     It  is  expected  that-  the  ha.y  exchanges  will  officially 
adopt  and  use  the  United  States  grades  prior  to  or  simultaneous  with  their 
promulgation  by  the  department o

2.  MR.  ESTABROQK  PRESENTED  SEED  GRAIN  LOAN  ESTimTES  TO  BUDGET  BUREAU. 

Last  Tuesday  afternoon  Mr,  Estabrook  appeared  before  the  Director  of 
the  Budget  in  support  of  an  item  in  the  estimates  providing  funds  for  con- 
tinuing the  work  of  collecting  seed  grain  loans  in  the  fiscal  year  1924. 
Mr.  Estabrook  explained  that  in  1921  and  1922  approximately  $3,430,599  ^'^sre 
loaned  to  about  26,000  individual  farmers  in  crop  failure  areas  in  North 
and  South  Dakota,  Montana,  Idaho  and  Washington;  that  of  this  amount  $771,000 
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has  "been  collected  to  date,  leaving  alDout  20,000  loans  amomting  to  ap- 
proxiixately  $2,659,000  with  interest  at  3  per  cent  still  outstanding  and 
•unpaid.    He  stated  that  while  crop  conditions  in  the  seed  loan  States  are 
generally  "better  this  season  than  for  several  years,  N.  A.  Olsen,  in 
charge  of  the  Seed  Loan  Office  at  Grand  Forks,  N.  D.,  reports  many  local 
areas  of  crop  failure  and  a  steadily  increasing  demand  for  extensions  of 
time,  so  that  it  is  nov;  apparent  that  the  work  of  collecting  seed  loans 
will  continue  into  the  winter  of  1923-^.    Mr.  Estabrook  estimated  that 
the  collections  this  year  would  amount  to  approximately  a  million  dollars. 

3.     CQOKDimTIQN  OF  RESEAECH  IN  NEW  ENGLAND  UNDEB  WAY. 

Active  steps  have  "been  taken  by  the  Massachusetts  Agricultural  Col- 
lege and  the  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce,  which  are  members  of  the  New 
England  Research  Council  on  Marketing  and  Food  Supply,  to  cooperate  in  a 
study  of  the  Boston  food  supply.    W.  A.  Schoenfeld,  Director  of  Marketing 
Research,  who  with  Eldon  C.  Shoup,  represents  this  bureau  in  the  council, 
reports  that  the  economics  of  wholesale  distribution  will  be  considered 
by  these  agencies  with  a  view  to  relocating  the  wholesale  produce  district 
of  Boston  in  more  suitable  (i"uarters. 

The  periodic  distribution  of  nev/s  regarding  the  activities  of  re- 
search organizations  is  to  "be  a  feature  of  the  service  rendered  by  the 
council. 

k.     MESSENGERS  URGED  TO  STUDY  FOR  SELF>IMPROVEvlENT. 

Opportunities  for  and  advantages  of  self -improvement  v/ere  discussed 
by  Lloyd  S.  Tenny,  Assistant  Chief,  in  a  heart-to-heart  talk  with  the 
messenger  boys  of  the  bureau  in  the  conference  room  last  Tuesday.  Evening 
courses  of  study  will  fit  them  for  higher  and  better  paying  positions  in 
this  and  other  branches  of  the  Government  service,  the  boys  were  told.  Mr. 
Tenny  pointed  out  the  advantages  of  education  and  special  training  and  the 
obligation  they  are  under  to  themselves,  to  their  parents,  and  to  the 
service  to  take  advantage  of  their  opportunities  for  self-improvement  -  He 
told  the  young  men  that  if  any  of  them  expect  to  remain  in  the  service 
simply  as  messengers  for  the  next  five  or  six  years,  the  bureau  is  not 
interested  in  them,  because  it  does  not  want  that  kind  of  men  in  its  ser- 
vice.     If  on  the  other  hand,  they  are  ambitious  and  willing  to  work  for 
advancement,  the  bureau  officials  stand  ready  to  help  them  in  every  way 
possible . 

Leon  M.  Estabrook,  Associate  Chief,  spoke  earnestly  of  the  difficul- 
ties of  many  farm  boys  in  getting  an  education,  basing  his  talk  largely 
upon  his  own  experience.    He  said  that  he  would  hcive  given  ten  years  of 
his  life  to  have  had  the  opportunities  that  the  messenger  boys  of  the  de- 
partment now  have  for  getting  an  education  while  earning  a  fair  salary  v/ith 
short  hours  and  light  work. 

In  a  memorandum  to  the  boys,  the  Associate  Chief  asks  the  following 
q.uestions; 
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"What  could  you  do  if  you  lost  your  present  position?    Are  you  the 
"best  messenger  in  the  service?    Are  you  prompt  in  attendance^  neat  in  ap- 
pearance, polite  and  pleasant  to  your  associates,  alert ^  intelligent  and 
interested  in  the  performance  of  your  duties?     Is  your  service  worth  more 
than  the  salary  you  are  getting?     Is  yo-ar  handwriting  neat  and  clearly 
legible?     Can  you  add,  subtract,  multiply  and  divide,  and  handle  common 
and  decimal  fractions  and  percentages  quickly,  without  making  mistakes? 
Have  you  a  working  knowledge  of  the  rules  of  grammar  and  composition,  and 
can  you  spell  words,  construct  sentences  and  paragraphs  and  punctuate  cor- 
rectly?   Do  you  know  anything  of  mechanical  or  free  hand  drawing?     Can  you 
write  shorthand,  keep  accounts,  operate  a  typewriter,  adding  mchine, 
mimeograph  or  multigraph?     Can  you  index  and  file  papers?    Do  you  know  how 
to  use  a  dictionary  or  get  books  from  a  library? 

"Do  you  realize  that  the  demand  in  the  better  paid  positions  is  for 
special  knowledge,  special  ability  and  special  service?" 

The  rest  of  us  iray  find  helpful  suggestions  for  improvement  by 
answering  these  questions. 

At  the  close  of  the  meeting  practically  all  of  the  messenger  Doys 
of  the  bureau  signed  a  statement  indicating  their  intention  of  taking  an 
evening  co-orse  of  steady  of  some  kind  beginning  last  week. 

3.    AT  THE  BUREAU  CQUICIL> 

Dr.  Taylor  related  incidents  of  his  recent  trip  to  New  Orleans  wiiere 
he  attended  the  annml  convention  of  the  Grain  Dealers  National  Association 
and  conferred  with  our  representatives  there.  He  reproduced  in  a  few  words 
the  main  features  of  the  meeting. 

V.  N,  Valgren,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Finance, 
spoke  about  crop  ins^arance.    His  talk  is  covered  in  a  subsequent  item. 

G.        Meloy,  of  the  Division  of  Cotton  L(iarketing  gave  .an  account  of 
what  the  Chief  termed  "Kno.v-Your-O-.m-Cot-con"  campaign.    He  told  of  the  work 
in  cooperation  v^ith  the  States  in  assisting  farmers  to  produce  a  high  grade 
of  cotton  and  to  know  what  they  had  produced  so  they  could  commnd  the  oar- 
ket  price  for.  their  product.    He  related  a  n^imber  of  interesting  incidents 
in  connection  with  this  educational  campaign  among  the  cotton  farmers.  , 

Dr.  Taylor  introduced  Dr.  A.  B.  Cox,  Agricultural  Economist,  con- 
nected with  the  Division  of  Cotton  Iv^arketing,  and  stated  that  atflater  meet- 
ing he  would  call  on  Dr.  Cox  to  tell  us  about  his  work. 

6.     "LEST  WE  JORGET". 

The  final  hearing  on  the  proposed  hay  graaes  will  be  held  next  Thurs- 
day in  the  auditorium,  of  Center  I^rket,  Washington,  beginning  at  10  a.m. 
Eastern  standard  time. 

A  revision  of  the  grades  will  be  started  immediately  after  this  hear- 
ing, and  it  is  hoped  the  final  grades  will  be  issued  about  November  1. 

In  order  that  act-ual  inspections  may  begin  as  soon  as  possible'  after 
the  final  promulgation  of  the  grades,  arrangements  are  being  made  by  this 
bureau  to  appoint  inspectors  in  cooperation  with  the  hay  exchanges  in 
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several  of  the  mrkets  where  these  hays  form  the  bulk  cS  receipts.  These 
inspectors  will  be -rec^uired  to  take  a  fc-or-iive  v^eeJ^zs'  training  course 
in  the  application  and  use  of  the  grades  before  they  may  begin  actual  in- 
spections.    This  training  school  will  be  held  at  the  Hay  Standardization 
Laboratory  at  Ale:candria,  Va.     beginning  about  October  30. 

7.     CROP  INSUBMCE  DISCUSSED.  By  MR.  VALG^N. 

Billions  of  dollars  in  the  form  of  capital  and  labor  are  invested 
by  farmers  each  year  in  the  production  of  crops,  or  to  be  more  accurate, 
in  the  prospects  of  crops,  according  to  V.  N.  Valgren,  in  charge  of  the 
Division  of  Financial  Relations .     "The  realization  of  these  prospects  is 
dependent  to  a- large  extent  upon  the  weather,"  Ivlr.  Valgren  said  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Bureau  Co-ancil  yesterday,     "In  fact,  from  the  point  of 
view  of  dependence  upon  weather  conditions,  farming  resembles  more  than 
any  other  economic  activity  'trading  at  sea'  under  the  conditions  that 
prevailed  in  the  days  of  sail  boats.     It  was  for  these  marine  risks  that 
insurance  was  first  provided,  and  such  protection  is  now  available  a^inst 
nearly  all  forms  of  business  risks  except  those  of  the  crop  producer," 

The  hazards  to  growing  crops  are  not  limited,  however,  to  weather 
conditions,  but  include  possibilities  of  damge  from  plant  diseases  and 
insects  as  well  as  animal  pests.     "Because  of  the  heavy  risks  incurred, 
farmers  have  been  called  the  greatest  gamblers  in- the  world,"  Mr,  Valgren 
continued, "but  they  are  not  gamblers  in  a  proper . sense ,  since  the  risks 
they  ass"ume  are  not  self-created  but  are  incidental  to  a  fundamental  and 
necessary  huimn  activity." 

"Farmers  need  insurance,  not  against  crop  daiiage  as  such  by  which 
we  mean  a  greater  or  less  diminution  in  prospective  yield,  but  against 
act-ual  financial  loss  on  their  year '  s  operation.    The  insurance,  in  order 
to  be  available  at  a  cost  which  the  farmer  can  pay,  should  be  limited  to 
a  guaranty  of  indemity  against  crop  damage  so  severe  as  to  bring  the 
gross  returns  mterially  below  the  capital --and- lab  or  investment  in  the 
crop.     This  insurance  should  cover  all  unavoidable  hazards.     Just  as  life 
insurance  against  one  or  two  specified  diseases  would  be  considered  highly 
unsatisfactory,  so  a  form  of  crop  insurance  which  guarantees  the  farmer 
against  loss  from  one  or  more  given  causes  but  leaves  him  exposed  to  total 
loss  from  a  variety  of  other  causes  fails  to  give  the  protection  needed." 

"The  possible  agencies  for  conducting  such  insurance  include,  first, 
joint  stock  insurance  companies;   second,  mutual  ins-orance  companies  organ- 
ized and  operated  perhaps  under  the  auspices  of  an  existing  farmers'  or- 
ganization; and  third.  State  or  Federal  bureaus  or  departments.  "Whatever 
the  agency,  it  will  be  necessary  in  order,  to  ma^ke  protection  available  to 
those  who  most  need  it,  -  to  strive  for  a  min?-m\m  expense  ratio,  and  the 
elimination  of  all  moral  hazard.    A  plan  of  or^nizat ion.  under  which  local 
cooperation  and  supervision  would  obtain  offers  especially  interesting 
possibilities.    Among  these  possibilities  are  those  of  greatly  reducing 
the  prevailing  cost  of  writing  the  insurance,  and  of  making  the  general 
rates  applicable  within  counties  or  other  given  areas  ultimately  self- 
determining.     It  would  doubtless  be  necessary  to  start  out  with  pre- 
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determined  rates  based  on  such  information  v;ith  regard  to  hazards  and  pros- 
pects as  is  available  but  this  might  be  done  with  the  definite  understand- 
ing that  after  a  few  years  rates  would  st;ep  by  step  be  adjusted  on  the  basis 
of  loss  experience  within  each  area,  thus  making  the  local  ccnmittee  or  man- 
agepjent,  as  77ell  as  all  thoughtful  members  of  the  community,  interested  in 
keeping  claim,s  and  indemnities  limited  to  eq.ui table  amounts." 

S,     MESSRS.  EOBB  AND  KITCKEN  VISIT  HISTOEIC  GUl^STON  HALL,  VA. 

As  a  result  of  complaints  made  by  farmers  in  the  vicinity  of  G-unston 
Hall,  Va.,  regarding  the  wide  spread  in  price  between  that  received  by  the 
grower  and  that  paid  by  the  consumer,  P.        Robb  and  C.  W.  Kitchen  made  an 
investigation  on  the  gro^ond  last  Wednesday.    They  interviewed  a  n'omber  of 
faniiers  and  held  a  meeting  to  learn  about  the  difficulties  experienced  in 
marketing  their  fruits  and  vegetables  on  the  Washington  market. 

Gun.ston  Hall,  located  on  the  Potomac,  about  10  miles  below  Mt.  Vernon, 
was  from  172^  to  1792  the  home  of  George  i*iason,  a  prominent  figure  d'oring 
Revolutionary  times.    The  old  mansion  erected  about  1750  has  been  restored 
to  its  former  beauty  and  is  said  to  resemble  the  mansi.on  at  Mt.  Vernon,  As 
a  member  of  the  Virginia  Consticutional  Convention  in  177b,  George  ivlason 
wrote  the  famous  Bill  of  Rights  in  the  Virginia  Constitution.

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1.    FIK/IL  HEARING  ON  HAY  GRIDT^S  HELD. 

At  the  final  hearing  held  last  Tlrarso^y  morning  to  consller  the 
adoption  of  the  proposed  hay  grades,  no  new  suggestions  for  changing  the 
grades  were  offered.     The  hearing  was  well  attended  "by  representative  rcem- 
bers  of  the  trade,  most  of  whom  gave  u^q.^oaliiied  apprcvavl  of  the  grades. 

Secretary  Addressed  Meeting. 

W.  A.  Wheeler  stated  the  reasons  for  the  hearing  and  briefly  cut- 
lined  what  h^ad  been  accomplishvSd  in  previous  hes.rings  on  the  hay  gra.de s. 
In  introducing  the  Secreta.ry  ho  said,  ''We  have  with  us  today  another  worker 
in  the  department  '?fno  is  always  watching  what  we  are  doing.    He  is  the  man 
that  is  on  the  job  first  in  the  morning  and  ste.ys  latest  at  night.-  He  lets 
us  know  when  things  are  dono  satisfactorily;  he  alco  let  us  hear  from  him 
when  things  go  otherv^rise.    He  is  a  man  whom  you  all  know  and  needs  no  in- 
troduction -  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture .  " 

The  Secretary  s'-a-^-.-ed  that  to  be  a  worker  in  the  department  was  his 
highest  ambition.    He  explained  the  attitr-de  of  the  department  in  estab- 
lishing g3.-ades  and  thankod  the  members  c'l  the  trade  for  their  cooperation, 

.Lloyd  S.  Tenny  told  wnat-  the  Burea^u  of  Agricultural  Zconomics  is 
aiming  to  do  in  the  standardization  of  farm  prodiTCts.    He  said  we  are  going 
to  solve  our  marketing  probioms  correctly,  in  ne  Hi  gently' and  to  the  best 
interest  of  everybody  concerned.    Dr.  W.  J.  Spiilican  spoke  regarding  his 
interest  in  the  development  of  the  hay  standa.rds . 

Methods  of  securing  the  e.doption  and  use  of  the  grades  by  the  trade 
were  considered  at  the  conference  held  in  the  a,fternoon  of  the  same  day. 
Representatives  of  practically  every  organisation  present  either  announced 
approval  of  -the  grades  or  stated  they  expected  to  recom:iiend  approval  to 
the  organization  each  represented. 


2,    HAY  INSPECTORS  TO  TAKE  TRAINING  COL'RSE 


Six- to  eight • inspector s,  representing  the  more  important  exchanges, 
.will  take  the  training  course  in  hay  inspection  and  g?.-ading  as  soon  as  the 
school  in  our  hay  standardization  laboratory  i.n  Alemno.ria  is  opened.  Tiiese 
inspectors  will  be  given  instruction  in  the  technica,!  problems  of  standardi- 
zation by  H.  B.  McGlure  and  M.  A.  Crosby.     This  will  contjist  principally  of 
training  the  inspector '  s  eye  to  approximate  closely  the  percenta^ge  present 
of  the  various  factors  affecting  the  grade.     It  will  be  dene  by  first  esti- 
mating the  percentage  in  bales  on  -.vhich  act-jal  analj^ees  have  been  ixade,  ana 
then  comparing  the  estimates  with  the  results  of  the  analyses.     In  some 
cases  -the  prospective  inspector  will  make  his  ovm  c-nalyses.  Instruction 
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relative  to  technical  q.uestions  in  connection  with  inspectors  and  the  ad- 
ministrative features  of  an  inspector's  work  will  be  given  by  K.  B.  Seeds. 
This  will  include  proper  preparation  of  certificates^  records,  and  similar 
matters.     G.  A.  Collier  will  conduct  the  classes  on  hay  marketing. 

3.     TOBACCO  STANDARDIZATION  LABORATORY  N^IARING  CQMFLETION. 

The  tobacco  standardization  laboratory  in  the  buildiiqg  at  221  Lin- 
worth  Place  is  rapidly  nearing  completion.     This  laboratory^  which  is 
being  built  under  the  personal  supervision  of  F.  B.  Wilkinson,  in  charge 
of  tobacco  standardization  work,  is  the  first  attempt  at  anything  of  the 
sort.    It  is  designed  to  make  possible  a  very  thorough  study  of  the  quali- 
ties and  conditions  of  tobacco,  and  to  preserve  these  samples  in  their 
original  state. 

The  laboratory  consists  of  five  rooms,  three  of  which  have  been 
cork  lined  and  equipped  with  heavy  refrigerator  doors  for  the  storage  of 
samples  which  will  be  kept  in  especially  constructed  containers.    A  con- 
ditioning apparatus,  consisting  of  a  refrigerating  nachine  and  an  air- 
washer,  is  being  installed  to  control  temperature  and  hmidity.    When  com- 
pleted the  apparatus  will  automtically  maintain  uniform  temperature  and 
hmnidity  in  any  one  of  the  storage  rooms  independent  of  that  maintained  in 
the  others  and  will  not  be  affected  by  outside  atmospheric  conditions.  The 
inspection  room  will  be  equipped  for  inspecting,  assorting,  and  classifying 
the  sample  s . 

The  standardization  of  tobacco  is  being  conducted  under  the  author- 
ity contained  in  the  United  States  warehouse  Act.     Standards  looking  toward 
the  establishment  of  definite  grades  for  the  various  types  of  tobacco  are 
to  be  worked  out.    Quality,  color,  length  and  bum  are  the  four  factors  to 
be  considered,  each  independent  of  the  others.     Standards  for  tobacco 
lengths  have  already  been  worked  out  for  sizes  allowing  variations  of  1 
inch;  2  inches  and  k  inches, 

U.    RUSSIAN  SCIENTISTS  ADDRESS  V/ORKERS. 

Prof.  N.  M.  Tulaikov,  President  of  the  Russian  State  Institute  of 
Experimental  Agronomy  at  Petrograd,  accompanied  by  Prof.  D.  N.  Borodin, 
the  American  Representative  of  the  Russian  Bureau  of  Applied  Botany,  of 
which  Dr.  N.  I.  Vavilov  is  chief,  visited  the  department  last  week  and  ad- 
dressed members  of  the  staff  of  this  bureau  and  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Indus- 
try on  Thursday  in  the  conference  room.    Prof.  Tulaikov  is  greatly  inter- 
ested in  soil  composition  and  soil  management;  aisc  in  crop  production  and 
crop  breeding.    Professor  Borodin  is  well  known  in  the  department,  which 
he  has  visited  many  times  in  connection  with  the  interchange  of  seeds, 
literature,  and  other  information  between  the  United  States  and  Russia. 

In  addressing  the  workers  of  the  department.  Prof.  Tulaikov  spoke 
at  length  of  the  physical,  climatic,  and  crop  conditions  in  Southern  Russia, 
with  special  reference  to  the  recent  severe  famine  in  the  Volga  River  dis- 
trict.   He  stated  that  the  1922  crop  in  the  famine  area  has  been  a  very 
fair  one,  and  that  immediate  distress  has  been  relieved,  but  that  there  is 
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a  great  lack  of  lEachinery,  draft  aniiiB,ls  and  stock  animals  necessary  to 
the  proper  restoration  of  prosperous  agriculture  in  Southern  Russia. 
Transportation  conditions  also  are  not  yet  sufficient  to  enable  the  de- 
sired distribution  of  food  supplies.    He  spoke  also  of  efforts  being  ijoade 
to  develop  more  frost-resistant  varieties  of  vv'heat  and  wheat-rye  hybrids. 
Under  present  conditions,  rye  is  grown,  much  farther  north  in  Bussia  than 
it  is  possible  to  grow  present  varieties  of  wheat. 

Prof.  Borodin  spoke  of  the  general  crop  and  crop  improvement  condi- 
tions in  Russia,  and  more  particularly  concerning  the  Russian  scientific 
expedition  to  Mongolia  during  the  current  year.    This  was  a  preliminary 
expedition,  which  it  is  planned  to  follow  by  a  larger  and  more  completely 
organized  eiqpedition  in  1923,       which  the  presence  of  an  ibierican  cereal 
specialist  is  desired. 

5.  -FOm  MP  CONTENT  OF  WEATHER.  CROPS  AND  IvlABKETS  CONSIDSPJ^D. 

A  meeting  was  held  in  Dr.  Taylor's  office  last  Friday  to  consider 
the  present  form  and  content  of  Weather,  Crops  and  I^rkets,    Dr.  Pearson 
made  a  n-omber  of  suggestions.    Messrs.  Estabrook,  IVkrquis  and  Wheeler  made 
statements  regarding  the  origin  and  history  of  the  periodical  and  how  it 
came  to  assume  its  present  form.    At  the  conclusion  of  the  meeting.  Dr. 
Taylor  asked  Messrs.  Estabrook,  Schoenfeld,  Iv!!arq:ais,  Wheeler,  Pearson, 
Stine  and  Hamilton  to  serve  as  a  committee  to  review  the  whole  sit-jation 
and  submit  definite  recommendations  v/ith  a  view  to  improving  the  form  and 
content  of  Weather,  Crops  and  IVkrkets. 

6.  RED  CROSS  WORICER  TO  SPEAK  TO  STAJE. 

The  social  service  activities  of  a  Red  Cross  v/orker  in  the  Blue 
Ridge  Mountains  of  Virginia  will  be  the  subject  of  a  talk  to  be  given  in 
the  conference  room  (Ull,  Bieber  Building)  Wednesday,  October  IS,  at  4:30 
p.m.  by  Itirs.  L.  G,  King,  of  Kingcrest,  Alexandria,  Va.    Mrs.  King,  who  has 
seen  foreign  service,  is  known  to  a  number  of  the  members  of  the  former 
B-oreau  of  I^rkets.     She  is  in  Washington  in  attendance  at  the  Red  Cross 
convention  and  has  kindly  consented  to  speak  to  us.    Every  one  is  cordially 
invited  to  be  present. 

7.  BUREAU  ACTIVELY  COOPERATIInIG  Y/ITH  WAR  FINMCE  COEPOFA.TION. 

Through  a  cooperative  arrangement  with  the  War  Finance  Corporation, 
the  Warehouse  Division  is  to  direct  the  work  of  the  force  of  grain  ware- 
house examiners  employed  by  the  War  Finance  Corporation  to  check  up  the 
stocks  of  grain  stored  in  warehouses  in  the  States  of  North  Da^^ota  and 
Montana,  against  which  loans  have  been  made.    Although  this  work  has  oust 
begun,  three  examiners  have  been  appointed.     They  are:     Hans  P.  Bjorge,  viho 
will  be  stationed  in  North  Dakota,  and  J.  E.  Templeton  ana  Jerry  Watkins, 
who  will  be  stationed  in  Montana. 
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8.  AT  THE  BUI^EAU  COUi\CIL. 

Dr.  Taylor  called  on  Dr.  Spillman  to  give  a  brief  description  of 
the  final  hearing  on  the  hay  grades,  reviewed  on  the  first  page  of  this 
Bureau  News.     In  his  discussion  Dr,  Spillman  emphasized  the  very  favorable 
impression  made  on  the  entire  a-udience  by  the  demonstration  of  the  new 
grades  as  shcvv-n  by  the  practically--an3niinous  endorsement  of  the  hay  trade 
whose  representatives  seemed  to  say,  in  effect,  that  the  department  had 
succeeded  in  accomplishing  something  which  they  had  never  been  able  to  do 
satisfactorily  and  the  practicability  of  which  they  had  previously  doubted. 

Dr.  Cox  summarized  impressions  gained  by  his  prelim.inary  study  of 
cooperative  cotton  marketing.     Briefly,  Dr.  Cox  thought  that  the  fa.rmers 
individ-aally  and  the  cooperative  associations  had  learned  a  great  deal  and 
had  a  great  deal  yet  to  learn. 

Waste  potatoes  found  in  a  bag  of  U.S.  No.  1  potatoes  bought  by  the 
Chief  in  Center  Market  precipitated  a  discussion  of  the  tolerances  allowed 
by  the  grade  -  a  total  of  6  per  cent  of  defects  of  which  one-third  or  2. 
per  cent  may  be  soft  rot.     Usual  practices  in  retail  selling  of  U.S.  No.  1 
potatoes  would  prevent  receipt  by  the  consumer  of  this  '^vaste  material 
which  would  thus  constitute  one  of  the  heavy  expenjies  of  marketing. 

Dr.  Taylor  announced  a  series  of  five  lectures  to  be  given  by  Dr. 
William  A.  Scott,  Director  of  the  School  of  Commerce,  University  of  Wis- 
consin and  for  2^  years  a  keen-thinking  and  inspiriting  lecturer  at  Ma-di- 
son.    The  series  will  give- a  bjrd's-eye  view  of  the  development  of  eco- 
nomics.    The  lectures  will  be  given  at  3r*3C  p.m.  each  day  from  November  6 
to  10  inclusive,  presumably  in  the  Conference  Eoom,    As  it  is  desired  that 
they  be  attended  only  oy  those  persons  who  can  attend  the  whole  series, 
and  as  the  space  is  limited.  Dr.  Taylor  requested  that  Division  leaders 
send  to  his  office  by  Thursday  noon,  lists  of  the  workers  whom  they  wished 
to  have  attend  the  series. 

9.  AGEICULTUBAL  COOPERATION  JN  CALJFQENIA  STUDIED. 

The  organization  and  operation  of  the  California  Eruit  Grov/ers'  Ex- 
change, was  studied  by  A.  W,  McJ^y,  Specialist  in  ivkrket  Extension,  who 
has  just  returned  from  an  extended  trip  to  the  Pacific  Coast.    W.  M.  Ste- 
vens, who  vvas  associated  with  Mr.  McKay,  made  comprehensive  cost  studies 
of  approximately  20  local  associations. 

I^.  McKay  reports  that  the  Ca.lifornia  Eruit  Growers  Exchange  con- 
sists of  approximately  1S6  local  units,  each  of  which  is  made  up  of  indi- 
vidual shippers,  packing  companies  which  are  non-cooperative  in  character, 
or  cooperative  associations.     These  local  units,  whether  associations  or 
packing  companies,  are  in  most  cases  federated  into  district  exchanges. 
There  are  twenty  of  these  district,  exchanges,  each  of  which  is  represented 
on  the  board  of  directors  of  the  exchange. 

The  various  companies  affiliated  with  the  exchange  system  were  also 
studied  by  Messrs.  McKay  and  Stevens.     This  system  includes  the  Fruit  Grow- 
ers' Supply  Company,  a  purchasing  organization  whose  stockholders  are  the 
local  associations  of  the  exchange.     The  Eruit  Gro-wers  Supply  Company  sold 
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packing  house  and  orchard  supplies  to  its  own  memhers,  amounting  in  value 
to  over  $13,000,000  last  season.    The  Exchange . Lempn  Products  Company  is 
owned  by  the  lemon  associations  affiliated  with  the  exchange  and  is  en- 
gaged in  the  iranufacture  of  citric  acid  and  lemon  oil  from  cull  lemons. 
During  the  seven  years  that  it  has  been  in  operation  the  Exchange  Lemon 
Products  Company  has  ret-omed  to  its  stockholder -associations  the  total 
amount  invested  in  the  business  (approximai^ely  $200,000),  and  as  much  more 
This  money  has  been  sectored  through  the  sale  of  products  from  the  manu- 
facture of  fruit  which  formerly  was  not  only  unsalable  but  a  source  of  ex- 
pense to  the  associations.    The  E:cchange  Orange  Products  Company  is  organ- 
ized for  the  purpose  of  manofacturing  orange  by-products.     Its  success  has 
not  been  as  marked  as  that  of  the  Exchange  Lemon  Products  Company,  as  it 
is  still  in  the . experimental  stage. 

Ti¥o  incidental  feat'ores  of  the  investigation  of  interest^  according 
to  Mr.  McKay,  are,  first,  the  fact  that  the  California  Eruit  Growers'  Ex- 
change, one  of  the  best  knov^-n  and  most  successful  cooperative  associations 
has  for  the  first  time  in  its  history  organized  a  Membership  Bureau  ana  is 
making  an  active  campaign  for  increased  membership;  secondly,  the  very  in- 
teresting work  being  done  by  the . associations  in  connection  with  the  hous- 
ing of  their  field  laborers.    Ivany  associations  furnish  comfortable  and 
well  constructed  three  and  four -room  houses  for  r»fexican  pickers,  and  also 
pay  part  of  the  salary  of  the  district  nurse  who  gives  instruction  regard- 
ing matters  of  health  and  sanitation. 

10,  HOTEL  DIPECTQEY. 

The  Continental  Hotel,  Philadelphia,  is  no  longer  in  business,  ac- 
cording to  advices  just  received  from  the  Philadelphia  office.  Therefore, 
the  name  of  this  hotel  which  appears  in  the  hotel  airectory  issued  last 
vveek  should  be  deleted, 

11,  HEAVY  AUTOMOBILE  TUBES  FJPCI-IASSD  FOR  EXPERimTAL  USE. 

The  purchase  of  heavy  tourist  tubes  rather  whan  the  contract  tubes 
for  use  on  automobiles  in  the  field,  has  been  requested  of  the  General 
Supply  Committee.     The  department  representative  of  that  committee  states 
that  the  supply  committee  h-as  agreed  to  approve  the  purchase  of  a  suffi- 
cient (Quantity  of  the  heavy  tourist  tubes,  in  view  of  the  statement  made 
by  a  representative  of  uhis  bureau  that  these  tubes  have  proven  more  satis 
factory  than  the  contract  tubes  and  more  th^an  make  up  for  the  difference  i: 
price. 

The  committee  recommends  that  the  department  conduct  an  experiment 
on  the  value  of  the  tubes  and  req^uests  that  the  offices  using  the  heavy 
tubes  report  to  their  respective  divisions,  the  results  of  the  test.

The  history  of  the  farm  ir.anagement  and  cost  of  production  work  of 
the  b-iireau  was  snmmarized  "by  Dr.  Taylor  at  a  conference  held  in  his  office 
last  Tuesday.    W,  A.  Schoenfeld,  R.  H.  Wilcox,  0.  A.  Juve  and  A.  V.  Swart- 
hout  were  present  when  Dr.  Taylor  pointed  out  that  in  the  plan  for  reorgan- 
izing the  work  in  farm  management  three  years  ago  it  was  contemplated  that 
farm  organization  and  cost  of  production  should  "be  operated  as  two  separate 
but  closely  cooperating  divisions.    At  that  time,  F.  W.  Peck  was  called  to 
take  charge  of  the  cost  of  production  studies  and  owing  to  failure  to  secure 
a  competent  person  to  take  charge  of  the  farm  organization  division,  these 
two  divisions  .vere  operated  together  under  ^'Ir.  Peck  and  after  he  left,  a 
year  ago,  under  G.  VV.  I''orster.     Since  Mr.  Forster  has  withdrawn,  new  plans 
are  now  essential.     It  has  been  decided  to  go  back  to  the  original  plan  of 
two  divisions  for  this  work,  the  Chief  anno'CJiced. 

Leaders  in  Work  Desi^.a ted , 

Dr.  Taylor  has  ask'id  liv ,  Wilcox  to  take  charge  of  the  Division  of 
Cost  of  Production,  and  Mr,  Tolley  to  direct  the  farm  organization  work, 
the  title  of  the  latter  division  to  be  Division  of  Farm  f^nagement.  Dr. 
Taylor  showed  the  close  relation  oetween  tne  work  of  these  two  fields  of 
agricultural  economics  and  the  field  of  cost  of  marketing.  He  pointed  out 
the  necessity  of  close  coordin?.tion  of  studies  in  cost  of  distribution 
which  are  com.plementary  in  nat-jxe. 

Because  it  is  recognized  that  close  coordination  is  desirable  in 
carrying  out  the  work  of  the  new  Farm  IVknagement  Division,  the  Cost  of  Pro- 
duction and  the  Cost  of  Ivlarketing  Divisions,  Dr.  Taylor  appointed  a  com- 
mittee, consisting  of  Mr.   Schoenfeld,  chairn^an,  and  iviessrs.  Sv/arthout,  Juve, 
Tolley  and  Wilcox,  to  discuss  methods  and  practices  involved  in  carrying 
out  the  work  of  the  three  divisions, 

llir .  Juve  -vvas  designated  Chief  Accountant,  and  while  assigned  to  the 
Cost  of  Production  Division  is  expected  to  act  as  liaison  officer  between 
the  three  divisions  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  accounting  practice. 

2,  m,  'TENNY  TO  miDLL  .ALL  SPACE  ASSIGMviENTS. 

In  desigriating  Lloyd  S.  Tenny,  Assistant  Chief,  to  hanale  all  matters 
pertaining  to  space.  Dr.  Taylor  said: 

"In  the  process  of  consolidation  of  the  -chree  Dijreaus  a  num- 
ber of  changes  in  space  assignments  have  been  necessary.     In  deter- 
mining these  assignments  every  effort  rias  been  made  to  give  the 
most  careful  attention  to  the  reciuxrements  of  each  unit  and  to 
work  out  the  most  e^iui table  arrangemient .    While  the  assignments 
in  all  cases  are  noo  entirely  satisfactory^  the  spirit  in  vvhich  they 
have  been  accepted  is  greatly  appreciated. 
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"In  order  that  the  most  careful  consideration  nay  "be  given 
to  the  q.uestion  of  space  and  that  the  requests  of  all  units  nny 
have  the  same  consideration,  I  am  asking  Mr.  Tenny  to  act  for 
the  Buraau  in  handlmg  the  space  problem,  and  it  is  suggested 
that  "before  any  moves  are  ma-de  looking  to  changes  in  space  as- 
signments, the  matter  be  discussed  with  him.     This  will  save  the 
time  of  all  concerned  and  enable  us  to  handle  this  difficult 
problem  in  a  unifom  and  efficient  L^nner."

In.  a,ddit.ion  to  the  regu-lar  miombers  consisting  of  Messrs.  Poulton, 
chairman,  Jciin  J.  Eaggerty  and  D.  C.  Griffith,  Messrs,  W.  Knight,  E.  G. 
Parker  and  R.  L  ,  Francis  from  V/ashington  and  \i\  1.  Holt  from  our  New  York 
board  of.  cotton  eicaminers,  are  at  New  Orleans  assisting  in  the  rush  work.

Last  year  in  addressiaig  the  Directors  of  Extension  at  the  ann-ual 
meeting  of  the  Association  of  Land  Grant  Colleges  a-t  New  Orleans  Dr.  Taylor 
submitted  to  them  five  quest^cns  deaJing  ./ith  policies  to  govern  economic 
extension  speciP«].ists  or  economic  e:x"ten?Nion  work. 

Replies  have  come  in  from  18  States  during  the  yea,r;  in  some  in- 
stances severa,l  -workers  in  one  State  have  submitted  statements.     All  of 
these  replies  have  been  bi-j.efed  under  each  Question  and  each  set  concluded 
with  a  siznn^ry  and  a  statement  of  what  this  bijxeau  believes  in  each  case. 
At  the  suggestion  of  C.  B.  Smith  of  the  Ste.tos  Relation?  Service  this 
res\ime  will  be  mimeographed  and'  distribu'-ed  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
association  to  be  held  in  Washington  Novemcer  21-23. 
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The  questions  submitted  hy  Dr.  Taylor  were: 

Should  the  extension  work  in  economics  have  for  its  objective  the 
teaching  of  farmers  to  think  in  terms  of  economic  facts  and  forces,  or  the 
telling  of  farmers  specifically  what  to  do  or  what  not  to  do  in  farm  man- 
agement and  in  marketing"? 

Shall  economic  specialists  carry  the  message  themselves  without  the 
aid  of  the  crop  specialists,  or  shall  they  arrange  for  the  commodity  spe- 
cialist to  include  certain  phases  of  the  economic  along  with  the  "biological 
message? 

Should  the  extension  worker  confine  his  economic  work  to  educational 
activities  or  shall  he  take  an  active  part  in  organizing  and  operating  mar- 
keting undertakings'? 

Shall  the  economic  specialist  in  the  State  look  directly  to  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  as  well  as  to  the  Department  of  Agricultural  Eco- 
nomics in  the  college  for  basic  information  to  be  used  in  extension  work? 

How  can  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  make  the  results  of 
Federal  research  in  agricultural  economics  most  useful  to  the  extension 
worker  in  the  State? 

6/   ENLABGED  PROGBM  FOR  ICT  ENGLAND  CROP  BEPORTING  SERVICE. 

The  regialar  crop-reporting  service  in  the  New  England  States  is  to 
be  extended  this  year  by  V.  A,  Sanders,  our  Agric^ultural  Statistician  lo- 
cated at  Wakefield,  Mass,    Mr.  Sanders  is  trying  to  develop  better  means 
of  estimating  more  nearly  on  a  census  basis  the  actual  number  of  acres 
under  cultivation  in  various  crops  as  well  as  production  on  these  acres. 
In  addition  he  is  planning  to  inform  interested  farmers  of  the  production 
and  probable  marketable  surplus  of  crops  which  come  into  direct  competition 
with  those  grov»/n  in  other  States.     This  is  especially  true  of  the  truck 
crops,  apples  and  potatoes.    As  part  of  the  general  scheme  for  developing 
a  live  stock  reporting  service  for  the  United  States,  Mr.  Sanders  expects 
to  devote  more  attention  to  number  and  production  of  live  stock  in  those 
States.    He  is  cooperating  closely  with  the  State  departments  of  agricul- 
ture and  State  bureaus  of  markets  in  all  of  the  New  England  States,

10.  BTJBE4U  ASSISTS  OTHER  DEPABTMEITTS  OF  GQVFEITMElNfT  IN  '.lAPICETING  PROBLEMS. 

The  high  cost  of  foodstuffs  at  San  Pedro,  the  naval  base  of  the 
United  States  Pacific  fleet,  was  the  cause  of  a  recent  complaint  by  Rear 
Admiral  J.  V.  Chase,  Commnder  of  the  base. 

Upon  investigation,  H.  A.  Harris,  our  representative  at  Los  Angeles, 
learned  that  large  carlot  receivers  would  not  bid  for  this  business  because 
of  the  heavy  expense  of  delivery  at  Sar.  Pedro  upon  short  notice  and  because 
of  freq.uent  rejections,  and  also  because  of  the  lack  of  a  market  at  San 
Pedro  when  supplies  were  rejected. 

In  order  to  receive  more  conpetition  from  carlot  receivers  in  lieu 
of  dealers  who  must  bu;>^  from  carlot  receivers,  Vsc ,  Harris  suggested  that 
the  Navy  endeavor  to  arrange  to  accept  supplies  at  Los  Mgeles  instead  of 
requiring  delivery  at  San  Pedro,    This  would  enable  contractors  to  dispose 
of  rejected  produce  on  the  local  market  at  a  reasonable  figure  avoiding 
partial  or  complete  loss,  and  such  saving  to  the  contractor  would  result 
in  lower  bids.     Secondly,  the  Navy  can  provide  transportation  from  Los 
Angeles  to  San  Pedro  more  economically  than  can  bidders,  and  transportation 
is  a  big  factor  in  the  cost  of  the  products.

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1,  PH.  TAYLOR  SPEAKS  ON  AGE ICULTURAL  SITUATION. 

The  importance  of  adjusting  production  to  changed  conditions  of  the 
mrket  was  stressed  by  Dr.  Taylor  in  his  recent  talk  before  the  co^anty 
agents  and  State  leaders  at  Columbus,  Ohio.    He  emphasized  the  need  of 
grading  farm  products  and  the  standardization  of  the  products  of  a  vmole 
community  through  careful  selection  of  seed^  and  stated  that  these  are  the 
first  steps  in  solving  the  marketing  problem.  -  Grading  and  standardisation 
are  facilitated  through  local  cooperative  associations,  -he  said,  and  those 
who  are  expecting  the  farmer's  marketing  problem  to  be  solved  through  price 
control  -vvill  certainly  be,  disappointed. 

In  speaking  of  his  trip_  through  Iowa,  from  ^vhich  he  returned  yester- 
day morning, the  Chief  said: 

"I  traveled  by.  automobile,  in  central  and- southeastern  Iowa,  getting ^ 
in  touch  "^vith  a  large  n'omb.er  of  farmers  and  business  men  who-  explained  their 
financial  difficulties.     The  farmers  seemed  to  be  fully  aware  of  the  present 
economic  sit\;ation,  that  agricultural  prices  have  been  aefiated,  whereas 
city  prices  have,  not  and  that  if  capital  and  labor  are  not  deflated'  soon, 
agricult-oral  prices  will  have  to  rise  or  nany  of  the  farmers  will  have  to 
seek  work  in  the  cities.-    But,  the  farmers  v-'ho  have  suffered  only  from  the 
deflation  in  the  prices  of  their  products  are  relatively  happy  when  com- 
pared -vith  those  vmo  speculated  in  land  aioring  1919  and  -vvho  now  find  them- 
selves very  mich  embarrassed  to  meet  the  payments  on  land.    T/kny  men  .^'ho 
were  in  good  circumstances  before  the  war  are  nOvV  financially  ruined  oe- 
cause  they  spread  their  investment  over  too  much  high-priced  lana  oought 
during  the  period  of  inflation  in  land  values." 

2.  COLLECTION  OF  SEED  GEAIN  LOAiTS. 


"Tlie  organization  and  records  of  the  seed  grain  loan  office  at 
Grand  Porks,  N.  D. ,  are  highly  efficient"  said  L.  M.  Estabrook  in  speaking 
of  his  recent' visit  to  that  office  in  his  capacity  as  Chairman  of  the  Ad- 
visory ComiTiittee  on  Seed  Grain  Loans.     '"The  work  of  the  office  and  those  in 
charge  of  it  deserve  highest  comnendation.  "    N.  A.  Olsen,  Associate  Agri- 
c-altural  Economist  is  in  Charge,  assisted  by  George  L.  Hoffman,  Attorney 
detailed  from  the  Solicitor's  office,  and  J.  Wm.  Park,  Assistant  in  Market 
Surveys,  detailed  from  the  Fruit  and  Vegetaole  Division.     Good  (Quarters  are 
provided  in  the  Federal  Building.    About  twenty  clerks  are  employed  in  the 
office  and  fifteen  special  agents  are  stationed  in  tne  field.     Seed  grain 
loans  amounting  to  nearly  $3,500,000  v/ere  made  in  North  Dakota,  South 
Dakota,  Montana,  Idaho ,  ' and  Washington  to  more  tnan  23,000  indiviaual  farm- 
ers in  1921  and  1922.    More  than  20,000  loans  amo^jntmg  to  over  $2,300,000 
were  due  and  -"onpaid  on  October  1  of  this  year. 
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■   It  is  the  job  of  the  Grand  Forks  office  to  collect  these  outstand- 
ing loans  and  it  has  gone  about  the  -.vork  in  a  very  systenatic  iLanner, 
Every  bank  and  grain  elevator  in  the  seed  loan  States  has  been  f-ornished 
v/ith  a  list  of  the  borrowers,  their  addresses,  and  the  amounts  due  in  each 
county.    Each  of  the  fifteen  field  agents  has  about  five  counties  to  cover 
and  he  is  supplied  wi^h  a  list  of  the  borrowers,  local  banks  and  gre<in  ele- 
vators at  each  of  the  tovvns  in  his  territory.    Every  borro"v\^er  '^vas  reoiuired 
to  romish  a  crop  report  for  the  acreage  covered  by  the  Government  seed 
loan  raort^ge,  as  v/ell  as  his  total  crop,  the  siuantity  of  grain  threshed, 
the  anio^ont  of  his  threshing  bill,  the  name  of  the  thresherman,  the  names  of 
his  fo^ar  nearest  neighbors,  and  the  riames  of  his.  local  bank  and  grain  ele- 
vator.    The  borro'vvers  .vere  notified  early  in  the  sea?on  of  the  amount,  of 
their  leans  and  date  of  naturity,  ana  these  notices  have  'since  oeen  repeated. 
Every  borrov;er  has  also  been  notified  of  the  date  ,vhen  the  special  agent  for 
his  district  would  be  in  tne  nearest  tov.Ti  and  was  res,uested  to  meet  him  and 
settle  his  account.  . 

Since  September  1  these  remittances  have  averaged  fo-or  or  five  times 
as  great  as  for  the  corresponding  dates  last  year.     They  have  steadily  in- 
creased -jintil  no.-;  the  daily  receipts  irjn  from  $23,000  to  $30,000.    All  the 
special  agents  are  oonded  in  the  &-am  of  $3,000  each.     The  daily  receipts 
are  transmitted  for  collection  to  the  Federal  Reserve  i^nk  a^t  Minneapolis. 
At  the  present  rate  the  repayments  of  seed  loans  tnis  season  will  soon  e:;- 
ceed  $1,000,000.    I^3,ny  borrovvers  are  having  difficulty  .nji  meeting  their 
obligations  because  of  congestion  at  grain  elevators,  serious  car  snortage 
and  iov;  price  of  grain.    Borrowers  v;ho  planted  large  crops  of  potatoes  have 
no  market,  the  local  price  being  less  than  tv/enty  cents  a  bushe.l,  which 
hardly  pays  for  digging,  picking  up,  sacking  and  hauling.     It  is  reported 
that  some  farmers  are  giving  their  potatoes  to  anyone  vchc  will  dig  them  and 
ii^ny  acres  ..-ill  not  be  aug.

"The  United  States  warehouse  Act  is  just  now  coming  into  its  ovvn.,  " 
states  the  report  of  the  sub-coinnittee  of  the  Coni^ittee  on  Commerce  and 
Irlarine  oi  the  American  Bankers'  Association  in  recent  convention  m  Nev; 
York  City,   "ana  the  producer,  the  banker,  and  the  puDlic  generally  will  be 
materially  oenefitted  by  this  piece  of  legislation.     Certainly  it  has-openea 
a  great  aeal  of  credit  to  the  producer,  which  he  v;o-ald  not  otherwise  have 
had  ana  it  also  guards  the  interest  of  those  who  make  loans  with  v/arehouse 
receipts  covering  agricultural  products  as  collateral.     Yc^ar  committee 
.vishes  to  conniend  the  Act  to  yo-ar  consideration  ana,  oelieves  its  many  aa- 
vantages  will  oe  of  growing  benefit  to  the  country.  "    This  is  the  cone  lead- 
ing paragraph  of  a  full-page  review  and  comment  on  the  warehouse  Act  signed 
by  Ho oert  1.  i;^ddo-i,  Atlanta  banker,  chairman  of  the  sub-committee.

Ret-'irned  travelers  occupied  the  hour  at  the  B^areau  Council  yesterday 
morning  by  reporting  on  recent  trips. 

W.  A.  Sherman,  who  returned  last  -vveek  from  the  Northr/est  where  he  had 
been  nearly  two  months  in  the  interest  of  shippmg-point  inspectio-n  -vvork, 
stated  that  the  -vvork -.vill  not  be  entirely  satisfactory  until  the  supervising 
inspectors  in  the  States  are  Government  men  -  not  State,  employes  or  part- 
time  employes.    He  felt  that  there  -.vas  a  wonaerful  field  for  educational 
work  in  inspection,  grad.ing  and  packing  especially  in  Utah.    Altogether , he  felt 
that  a  pessimistic  spirit  .prevail led  among  the  growers  at  the  present  time. 

Leon  M.  Estaorcok  told  of  his  recent  trip  to  Grand  Forks,  where  he 
r^d  a  look  in  on  the  organization  and  records  of  the  Seed  Grain  Loan  Office. 
The  details  of  his  trip  are  reported  in  another  item. 

W.  A.  Schoenield' gave  a  brief  report  on  the  meeting  of  the  National 
Canning  Crops  Committee  of  the  American  Farm  Bureau  Feaeration,  which  he  at- 
tended in  Atlantic  City,  Octooer  23-2U.    He  stated  that  the  co-mmittee  was 
planni-ng  to  get  in  touch  with  the  National  Gamers'  Association  to  work  out 
a  program  of  procedure  betvveen  fruit  and  vegetable  C3.nners  and  producers. 
Anong  tne  recdvjiien^tions  of  the  co-mmittee  was  one  for  tne  establishment  of 
permissive  Federal  grades  o'n  canning  crops.     The  attitude  of  the  committee, 
Mr.  Sohoenfeld  pointed  out,  was  that  carjaing  crops  producers'  associations 
should  have  service  as  an  objective  rather  than  price  control.

K    Fmi  LABOR  SH'JDY  CC^^LSIED. 

A  study  of  farm  lalDor  on  faras  liaving  specialized  trpes  of  ^agri- 
culture in  Ivlassachusetts  has  "been  conpleted  "by  Josiah  C.  Folsom,  Jinior 
Econonist  in  the  Division  of  Land  Econor.iics,    The  first  draft  of  the 
report  of  this  investigation  has  just  heen  finished.     One  interesting 
phase  of  the  si tuation  is  the  concentration  of  nationalities  in  partic- 
ular regions  and  particular  industries.     One  instance  of  this  is  the 
preponderance  of  Portu^aese  negroes,  called  Bravas,  fron  one  of  the 
Cape  Verdi  Islands  from  v-'hJLch  they  cone,  in  the  ci^an"berry  and  straw- 
terry  grov/ing  sections  of  southeastern  Massachusetts.    These  Bravas 
have  cone  into  that  section  and  the  nearby  parts  of  Rhode  Island  large- 
ly within  the  last  twenty  years.    At  the  tine  of  imi:iigration  at  least 
half  of  then  seemed  to  he  illiterate,  hut  nany  of  'then  are  attending 
night  schools  to  overcome  this.    They  are  considered  good  unsIcLlled  la^ 
"borers,  especially  at  heavy  v/ork,  but  usually  are  not  good  workers  with 
tools  or  on  jobs  requiring  judgment  and  skill*    As  a  rule  they  are  in- 
dustrious and  ti-jrifty,    l-.Iany  of  them  are  acquiring  hones  by  b-uying  cheap 
lots  and  erecting  cottages,  nany  of  whJ.ch  would  'm.ve  been  considered  good 
for  ^"\nericans  of  a  genera,tion  ago.    One  town  clerk  estina,ted  that  SOfo 
of  the  Brava  families  were  living  in  their  own  haiies  as  compared  v;ith  a- 
bout  505^  of  American  families.    He  estimated,  however,  that  only  ifo  of 
the  Bravas  v/ere  naturalised  and  entitled  to  vote*

In  Paris,  the  corner  butcher  goes  to  the  central  wholesa.le  mar- 
ket and  b-uys  a  beef,  has  it  weighed  by  the  official  weigher,  throws  it 
over  his  shoulder  and  starts  back  to  his  shop,    A  t^'pical  sight  is  a 
wcman  going  home  with  a  half  bushel  of  liver  in  her  apron.    These  ob- 
servations by  Joe  C.  Barrett,  of  the  Division  of  Statistical  and  His- 
torical Research,  were  among  some  made  at  the  Central  IViarket,  Paris, 
while  en  route  to  Rome,  where  he  is  novv*  assisting  the  American  delegate 
to  the  International  Instit\ite  of  Agricnjltiixe,  Asher  Hobson,  in  forming 
contacts  between  this  bureau  and  the  institute,    VJhile  in  Italy,  Mr. 
Barrett  will  also  collect  data  on  agricultural  subjects.

"Know  Your  O.m  Wheat  Campaign"  in  the' Central  Northwest  has  been 
concluded  for  this  season  so  far  as  active  field  work  on  the  part  of  Fed- 
eral Grain  Supervisors  is  concerned.    R.  C.  Miller^  in  charge^  Minneapolis 
Office  of  Federal  Grain  Supervision,  v/o^jnd  up  the  campaign  during  the  v/eek 
Octooer  22-28  with  a  demonstration  of  the  grades  to  farmers  and  dealers  at 
Carrington  and  Bordulac  and  with  meetings  at  Fessenden  and  Minot,  N.  D, 

Grain  Supervisors  E.  C,  Miller  and  John  Q.  Adams  of  Minneapolis  and 
E.  R.  Saunders  of  Kansas  City,  who  were  assigned  to  the  active  field  v/crk, 
divided  most  of  their  time  between  July  1  and  the  latter  part  of  Septemoer  ™ 
to  the  conduct  of  the  campaign,  working  in  cooperation  with  directors  of  ^^'^ 
extension  in  the  States  of  Minnesota,  North  and  South  Dakota  and  county  o 
agents  of  the  counties  in  which  the  campaign  -.ms  conducted.  Following  pre-  s^j  §  3 
liminary  meetings  in  June  and  early  J^aly,  grain  grading  schools  were  held  ?  ^ 

for  approximately  a  week  at  Fargo,  N.  D. ,  vvhere  the  cc-onty  agents  from  ^  *^ 

Minnesota  and  North  Dakota  assembled.    A  similar  school  held  at  Brookings, 
S.  D,^  was  attended  by  county  agents  from  that  State. 

At  these  schools  the  problems  of  gram  inspection  .vere  outlixiea,  ^ 
factors  of  grade  .vere  discussed  and  samples  of  grain  handled  in  the  same  ^ 
way  as  they  are  handled  oy  gi^ain  inspectors  at  terminals.     Grain  grading 
equipment  -.vas  furnished  by  this  bureau  for  use  at  the  two  schools".  Suffi- 
cient additional  equipment  ',vas  supplied  by  the  bureau  to  eq.uip  thirty  county 
agents'  offices  for  "grading  samples  of  local  grain  u^ich  might  be  brought 
to  them  by  farmers  in  advance  of  marketing  their  grain.     This  v/as  done  in 
order  that  county  agents  might  assist  farmers  to  ascertain  the  quality,  con- 
dition and  grade  of  their  product  prior  to  meeting  with  the  cc-ontry  buyer 
to  whom  they  would  sell. 

Following  the  course  for  co-anLy  agents  at  Fargo  and  Brookings,  meet- 
ings were  held  as  arranged  oy  the  county  agents  and  -.^ere  attenaea  oy  one  of 
the  Federal  Grain  Supervisors.    Farmers  and  couintry  shippers  were  present 
at  these  meetings  and  v;ere  shcv/n  how  to  grade  grain  in  accordajice  with  the 
Federal  standards..    Approximately  seventy  meetings  were  held  in  the  tnree 
States  m  addition  to  demonstrations  at  one  State  fair  and  six  county  fairs. 

It  is  estimated  that  about  tvvo  thousand  persons  were  ihdivid-ually 
reached  thrcagh  this  campaign.     That  the  attendance  v/as  not  larger  ;vas  un- 
questionably due  to  the  fact  that  harvesting  ana  tnreshing  -'/ere  at  their 
height  at  the  time  of  the  meetings,  which  of  course  kept  many  farmers  from 
attending  them. 

The  campaign  clearly  shov/ed  that  there  is  a  great  lack  of  knowledge 
on  the  part  of  00 th  farmers  and  co-jntry  grain  ouyers  as  to  the  wheat  grades 
and  a  proper  application  of  the  graaes.     It  is  vj.uite  eviaent  that  there  is 
need  to  continue  work  along  the  line  to  educate  the  farmer  to  ioaov/  hi's  own 
".vheat. 
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Coincident  v/ith  the  grain  grading  demonstrations  the  "bijireau  estab- 
lished a  daily  market  news  service  by  which  the  Spring  vvheat  growers  are 
enabled  to  know  the  price  at  -which  their  particular  grade  of  wheat  is  selling 
on  the  Minneapolis  market  ;vhere  the  buyers  are  bidaing  for  their  product.  A 
narket  report  is  issued  daily  from  our  Minneapolis  office  giving  briefly  the 
trend  of  the  closing  fui-ure  prices  and  the  range  of  cash  prices  for  the  dif- 
ferent grades.     The  report  also  shows  the  prices  paid  for  ranges  of  q.uality 
within  the  various  grades,     Tnis  work  will  continue  under  the  direction  of 
J.  E.  Mathewson  at  Minneapolis.

^'Knowledge  is  a  tool  and  a  good  tool  is  what  makes  good  work"  said 
Dr.  E.  D.  Ball,  Director  of  Scientific  V/ork^  in  speaking  of  the  aims  of  the 
Graduate  School  of  the  department  to  the  members  of  this  bureau  who  attended 
the  bureau  luncheon  3.t  the  City  Club  3^st  Thursday.     "Other  things  being 
eq.ual"  continued  Pr.  Ball  "the  more  efficient  the  tool,  the  more  work  can  be 
accomplished.     Tne  more  training  an  individual  has,  the  more  he  can  do.  If, 
therefore,  we  have  in  the  department  a  group  of  peoiDle  who  have  not  been 
trained  to  their  highest  limit  of  capacity,  it  will  be  of  advantage  .to  the 
department,  as  well  as  to  the  individual,  to  provide  training  for  those  in- 
dividmls".     The  real  concept  of  the  founding  of  the  Graduate  School,  Pr, 
^11  pointed  out,  was  that  every  man  and  Troman  v;ho  has  ambition  may  have  the 
oppor t"'jnity  and  the  privilege  of  taking  at  least  one  graduate  course. 

Dr.  Scott,  Director  of  the  Co"urse  of  Commerce,  University  of  Wiscon- 
sin, -.vho  had  studied  the  '.vcrk  01  the  bureau  for  the  fevf  days  prior  to  the 
luncheon,   stated  that  he  ./as  tremonO-ously  impressed  7\rith  the  scope  and  in- 
tensity of  the  .vork  the  b-uxeau  is  doing.    He  spoke  of  the  tasK  institutions 
other  than  Federal  departments  liave  to  face  in  attempting  to  carry  on  ade- 
quate research  work,  and  expressed  the  hope  that  research  work  done  by  edu- 
cational institutions  may  oe  linked  up  more  closely  w'ith  that  done  by  the 
Government.

One  booth  will  have  for  its  theme  "I\^rket  Information"  ana  the 
other  "Standard  Classes  and  Grades  of  Live  Stock". 

The  B/iarket  Information ' booth  will  present,  in  the  left-hand  panel,  an 
outline  map  of  the  United  States.  ■  On.  this  will  be  graphically  shown  our 
methods  of  gathering  live  stock  and  meat  market  nev/s.     The  points  from  vvhich 
s-ach  information  is  obtained' will  be' clearly  indicated  and  the  methods  of 
assembling  the  matter  by  means  -of  our  extensive  leased  wire  system  will  be 
shown.     The  middle  panel  will  consist-  of  a  blackboard  on  which  market  re- 
ports will  be  written  as  they  come  over  the  Tv^ire.    The  right-hana  panel  will 
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contain  illv.strations  showing  the  various  means  usea  in  distributing 
throughout  the  ccantry  the  information  which  we  obtain.     The  mails,  tele- 
graph, telephone  and  radio  will  be  featured  in  this  panel. 

In  addition  to  .  the  three  panels,  a  telograph  operator  vvith  his 
instr"uir.ent  and  typewriter  .vi  11  be  £-:tationed  in  the  booth.

At  the  oUggestioti  of  Ciiarles  J.  Brand,  a  rising  manimous  vote  of 
thanks  7;as  tendered  Dr.  William  A.  Scott  by  the  members  of  the  staff  who 
had  been  permitted  to  attend  the  five  excellent  and  instructive  lectures 
given  by  him  last  week  on  the  development  of  economics.    Mr.  Brand  said  "I 
am.  sure  I  speak  with  the  unanimous  opinion  of  "those  who  are  present  here, 
in  thanking  you  for  the  -lucid  and  interesting  talks  that  you  have  given  us 
on  this  subject  for  these  five  afternoons,     I  have  come  v\rith  the- greatest 
interest  m-yself  every  afternoon,  and  I  am  sure  that  all  here  have  felt  just 
as  I  have , " 

Dr.  Taylor  announced  that  the  lectures,  which  were  reported  veroatim 
by  Miss  W.  M.  Daish,  v;ill  be  mimeogra^phed  and  distributed  to  all  field  of- 
fices and  rv'ill  be  available  to  members  of  the  Washington  office  who  request 
copies. 

5.     AT  THE.  BUREAU  CQUITCIL. 

The  scope,  functions  and  services  of  the  oureau  liDrary  were- out- 
lined by  Miss  J/iary  G-,  Lacy,  Librarian,  at  the  council  meeting  yesterday 
morning.     Our  library  consists  of  the  consolidated  libraries  of  the  former 
Bioreau  of  Crop  Estimates,  Btirea-u  ol  I'krJiets 'and  the  Office  of  Earm  I^/Ianage- 
ment  and  Farm  Economics,  and  in  add i": ion,  such  economic  material  from  the 
department  library,  as  limited  space-  would  accomnoda':B ,  Miss  Lacy  said.  It 
contains  the  ea.rliest  statistical  collections  iraae  oy  the  department. 

The  liorary,  of  •  the  department  contains  in  its  catalogue  the  greatest 
international  bibliography  of  agriculture  that  exists  in  the  world.  This: 
catalogue  and  the  special  catalogues  in  the  Durea.u  libraries  contain  about 
a  million  and  a  half  cards. 

Miss  Lacy  outlined  briefly  the  specialties  of  the  various  burea^u.  li- 
braries including  our  ov.rx,  -and  pointea  out  that  the  purchase  of  books  and 
periodicals  is  restricted  by  la;/;  to  appropriations  specifically  providing 
for  such  pui'Chase,     The  .department  library  apprdpriation  has  not  kept  pace 
with  the  increase  in  appropriations  for  general  vvork  of  the  department,  she 
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said,  and  as  the  price  of  hooks  and  periodicals  has  increased  from  50 
30C^,  it  means  that  for  all  practical  purposes  there  has  been  an  actml 
decrease  in  the  money  available  for  the  purchase  of  books  and  periodicals. 
A  Rand-McNally  atlas,  which  formerly  cost  $7.30  and  now  costs  $35-  '^'^^ts 
cited  as  an  example  of  the  increase  in  the  cost  price  of  books . 

Only  $100  are  available  for  the  purchase  of  newspapers  in  the  whole 
department  as  there  is  a  Federal  statute  specifically  limiting  the  purchase 
of  newspapers  to  this  sum.    Approximately  I3OO  periodicals  are  filed  in  the 
bureau  library  and  circulated  to  lOU  divisions,  offices  and  individuals. 
As  one  person  usually  takes  charge  of  the  circulation  in  a  division  or  of- 
fice, these  figures  very  much  underestimate  the  actual  total  circulation. 
As  money  is  not  available  for  duplicating  periodicals  to  any  great  extent, 
the  library  is  dependent  upon  the  cooperation  of  its  users  to  make  its 
service  satisfactory. 

Miss  Lacy  explained  that  she  keeps  a  list  of  "library  futures"  by 
■which  she  means  service  she  hopes  to  deliver  at  a  future  date.    For  the 
present,  until  the  vjork  of  consolidation  is  finished,  much  remains  to  be 
done  to  improve  the  service,  she  said. 

Br.  W.  A.   Schoenfeld  reported  on  the  meeting  of  the  National  Milk 
Producers  Federation  from  -which  he  returned  Sunday.    He  said  that  the  meet- 
ing was  a  get-together  to  go  over  the  milk  marketing  problems  of  the  dif- 
ferent sections  of  the  country.     Interest  and  aiscussion  centered  around 
the  proposed  plan  of  federating  the  activities  of  the  New  England  Milk  Pro- 
ducers Association  and  the  Vermont  Cooperative  creameries  into  one  associ- 
ation,   A  conference  between  representatives  of  the  National  Milk  Producers 
Association  and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  aiscuss  milk  production  and 
marketing  problems  was  recommended  by  the  association,  Mr,  Schoenfeld  said.

7.  D5.  BAKER  EETUHNS  FROM  HSCONI'TAI  SSAICE  TPIP. 

Rapid  agricultural  development  in  the  Staked  Plains  area  of  Texas 
was  observed  by  Dr.  0.  E.  Baker  who  has  just  completed  the  secona  season  of 
field  work  on  the  Great  Plains  Land  Utilization  project.     In  company  with 
I>r.  Shantz  of  the  B^areau  of  Plant  Industry  and  Dr.  i\(!arbut  of  the  Bijreau  of 
Soils,  Dr.  Baker  made  a  7,000-mile  automobile  trip  through  western  Kansas, 
Oklahoma,  Texas,  Eastern  Colorado  and  New  Mexico. 

Limited  time  only  permitted  a  hasty  preliminary  examination  of  the 
soils,  primarily  to  afford  a  basis  for  classification  in  the  more  detailed 
surveys  that  will  follo-.v.    A  general  classification  was  made  of  the  native 
vegetation,  especially  as  indicating  agricultural  adaptation.     General  ob- 
servations v/ere  also  made  on  the  size  of  farm.s,  systems  of  farming,  and 
agricultural  conditions  with  a  view  to  locating  in  representative  areas. 
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far:;!  ^nagf^menr,  r/aiTovs  e:cp6C-;;ed  to  be  ceg"an  a-aring  the  coming  year  in 
cooperatiicn  with  State  agi  iciiltviral  insti  out  ions 

During  the  past  year,  agricultural  conditicno  in  the  Southern  Coast 
Plains  re.£;ion  have  beer  ssrious.  not  aiv:ine  due  to  low  prices  of  farm  prod- 
ucts,  c::.^  p.':.^c:  go  i-wv  ^^ear^:  of  irovioh,   said  Dr.  Baker.     The  past  season 
has  b^en  ve?];  -Iry  chroaghcuG  the  region,  e.zoept  in  Southern  Texas.  IVIany 
families  wore  migi-al .!.ng.  not  only  in  aur.omobiis s  but  in  canvas  covered 
wagons  drav/n  by  horses  or  iLules,  as  in  frontier  times.     It  vvas  interesting 
to  note  l:he  camp  firns  at  nigh:-  near  the  strea.^s.  with  the  wagons  and 
horses  gather^^^l  a:cov2.d ,  lis.  .fca:s3r  stated.    Uo^z  of  the  migrants  seemed  to 
be  tenant  farmers  moving  in  search  of  better  locations. 

Dr..  Baker  nctr;d  that  cou-on  is  being  gro-.m  in  the  Staked  Plains 
area  of  Texas  as  far  northwest  as  Flainview  and  M3.ami.     It  is  the  leading 
crop  in  the  Eastern  and  Southern  portion  of  the  Staked  Plains.  According 
to  Dr.  Baker  ^  it  appears  prooaole  that  a,  large  proportion  of  the  land  in 
the  semi -arid  section  of  T'e:-:.ls.  formerly  devoted  to  pasfore  for  cattle^ 
^vi.ll,  in  the  co^jrse  of  ti.me ,  be  plowed  up  and  put  into  cotton  and  milo 
maize  or  other  grain  sorghums. 

3,     BUREAU'S  DISPLAY  AT  SOUTH  CAPOLINA  FAIR  IvIAKES  GOOD  IIvlPBESSlQN. 

Oil  paintings  portraying  graced  and  -ongraded  vegetables  prepared 
in  this  b-oreau  Vvere  -.veil  received  at  the  South  Carolina  State  Pair,  ac- 
cording to  F.  L.  Harkey^.  Chief  of  the  South  Division  of  Ivkrkets.  "V/hen 
we  had  set  up  all  the  pictures"  writes  I^^.  Harkey,   "we  secured  both  graded 
and  ungraded  produces  represented  by  the  picfores  and  pla-ced^OS  the  table 
just  before  the  pictures.     For  e^^mple,  just  in  front  of  the  tvvo  pictures 
sho.ving  cull  and  graded  cuc-jmbers^  v;e  placed  a  pile  of  cull  and  graded 
cucumbers.     I  only  wish  that  in  a  fevv  v/ords  I  .could  tell  you  what  a  .von- 
derful  impression  these  pictures  made  on  the  people.     In  one  instance,  an 
elderly  lady  came  into  the  oooth  and  argued  that  there  was  no  picture  and 
•.vouldn't  believe  it  'ontil  she  had  r'xa  her  hand  over  the  picture."  Standard 
containers  for  crops  gro'.vn  in  South  Carolina  were  shown  and  the  receipt  of 
market  reports  from  New  York  City  by  radio  was  feat^ared. 

9-     SUPPLIES  OBTAINED  FRChli  STOCK  L^ST  BE  PAID  FOR  BY  DIVISION. 

In  drawing  supplies  from  the  Section  of  Property  and  Supplies  on 
stock  req.uisitions,  employes  should  bear  in  mind  that  their  division  will 
be  charged  with  the  cost  price  of  the  article  the  same  as  though  p^archase 
were  made  airect.    A  ledger  acco-jnt  with  each  division  is  kept.     The  ac- 
count is  debited  with  the  cost  of  supplies  taken  out  and  credited  when  a 
purchase  order  is  drav;n  against  it.     Head  clerks  and  others  having  charge 
of  the  division  f-jnds  snould  immediately  set  up  a  contingent  liability  to 
cover  the  amount  of  each  stock  reaui-^ition  in  order  that  s"afficient  funds 
may  be  available  to  reimburse  the  Supply  Section.   'Actual  prices  may  be 
obtainea  when  the  green  copy  is  returned  vvith  the  prices  filled  in. 

A  statement  of  the  ledger  account  as  kept  in  the  Section  of  Property 
and  Supplies  is  submitted  to  each  division  at  the  end  of  every  month,  show- 
ing all  entries  for  the  month  and  the  debit  or  credit  balance  on  the  first 
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day  cf  the  3-j.cceeding  moni-h.  An  es-^icaie  should  be  niade  at  once  of  the 
value  of  supplies  z-c  he  used  d-oring  uhe  balance  of  the  present  fiscal-  year 
and  s-uff icient,  xijnds  set  aside  zo  cover  it.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind 
th^'c  the  Assis-uant  in  Charge  of  Property  and  Supplies  may  place  a  purchase 
order  s.gainst  a  division  having  a  debit  balance  e^ual  to  the  amount  of  the 
balance  without  advance  notice  tc  the  division,  it  being  assumed  that  suf- 
ficient funds  have  been  set  aside  to  cover  such  orders. 

j--r.T.ention  is  called  to  the  riatter  at  this  time  for  the  reason  that 
in  the  past  some  divisions  have  oeccme  seriously  emcarrassed  in  obtaining 
supplies  from  stock  to-.vard  the  end  of  year  because  no  funds  v^-ere  set  aside 
to  cover  payment.

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1.     ME.  ESTABROQK  TO  REOHGANIZE  ARGENTINA'S  STATISTICAL  SERVICE. 


Leon  M.  Estabrook^,  Associate  Chief,  has  asked  for  a  year's  leave  of 
absence  vi^ithout  pay  effective  January  1,  in  order  that  he  may  reorganize 
and  develop  the  crop  reporting  and  statistical  v^crk  of  the  Argentine 
Government.    i\4r.  Estabrook  ei^ects  to  sail  with  his  family  for  Buenos 
Aires,  his  headquarters,  on  the.  steamer  "Vauban"  leaving  New  York^  Janu- 
ary 3'    He  will  spend  a  few  days  at  Rio  de  Janeiro  en  route  to  his  desti- 
nation. 

Because  of  his  many  years'  experience  in  reorganization  work,  Mr. 
Estabrook  is  exceptionally  well  qualified .  to  underta^ce  his  nev;  task.  In 
Octooer^  1913,  when  he  v\^as  appointed  Statistician  and  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Statistics,  he  organized  the  crop  reporting  service  under  the  title  of 
Bureau  of  Crop  Estimates.     In  addition  to  reorganizing  the  statistical 
work  01  the  department,  Mr,  Estabrook  served  v/ith  the  experts  employed  by  ■ 
the  Joint  Commission  of  Congress  to  investigate  business  methods  in  the 
executive  departments  of  the  Government  in  the  90' s.    He  reorganized  the 
accounting  service  of  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  in  1905,  was  placed  in 
charge  of  the  Congressional  Seed  Distribution  in  1909,  and  was  made  Chief 
Clerk  of  this  department  in  June,  1913-    For  many  years,  he  was  chairman 
of  the  Advisory  Comnittee  on  Finance  and  Business  Methods..   He  was  the 
Secretary's  personal  representative  on  the  Council  of  National  Defense, 
and  in  192C  represented  the  Department  of  Agriculture  as  a  delegate  to  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Rome, 
As  chairman  of  the  Advisory  Comnittee  on  Seed  Grain  Loans,  he  has  directed 
the  lending  to  and  collecting  from  farmers  in  crop  failure  areas  of  nearly 
$3,500,000.     'Since  1913,        has  served  as  chairman  of  the  Crop  Reporting 
Board. 

The  selection  of  Mr.  Estabrook  for  this  important  post  was  the 
result  of  a  cablegram  from  the  present  minister  of  agriculture,    Tohb-s  A. 
LeBreton.  who  7\^as  formerly  the  Argentine  -Ambassador  at  Washington.  While 
in  Washington  Senor  LeBreton  took  a  special  interest  in  the  organization 
of  agricultural  agencies  such  as  this  department  and  the  State  experiment 
stations.     It  was  his  knowledge  of  the  efficiency  of  the  crop  and  live- 
stock reporting  services  in  this  country  that  resulted  in  his  request  tliat 
a  man  of  national  reputation  in  this  work  be  selected  to  develop  similar 
methods  in  Argentina.

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various  meetings.     This  bureau  will  also  be  represented  by  George  T, 
Willingmyre,  in  charge  of  the  wool  investigational  work  of  the  Live  Stock^, 
Meats  and  Wool  Division,  D.  W.  Willinguyre  and  V/.  A.  Mueller. 

A  second  hearing  vvill  be  held  in  the  Ivianufacturer s'  Club,  Broad  and''" 
nut    Streets,  Philadelphia,  at  1:30  November  23.    A  third  hearing  will  be 
he la  December  6,  at  1^30,  in  the  Record  Building,  Union  Stock  Yards, 
Chicago.     Final  hearings  will  be  held  in  Washington  early  in  January,  1923. 

At  each  of  the  hearings  there  will  be  displayed  exhibits  showing  the 
proposed  grades  of  wool.    For  the  benefit  of  those  present  detailed  state- 
ments will  be  made  by  our  representatives  outlining  the'  work  of  this  bureau 
leading  up  to  the  formation  of  the  tentative  grades  and  explaining  the  basis 
for  the  proposed  system  of  grading. 

More  than  400  invitations  have  been  sent  to  individuals  and  organi- 
zations representing  all  branches  of  the  wool  industry  and  it  is  expected 
that  there  will  be  a  large-  attendan.oe  at  each  of  the  hearings.    An  oppor- 
tunity will  be  offered  for  anyone  present  to  discuss  fully  the  proposed 
grades.     Suggestions  and  criticisms  will  be  welcomed.    Persons  unable  to 
attend  any  of  the  hearings  are  re':iuested  to  forward  any  suggestions  they 
may  care  to  offer  to  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  not  later  than 
January  10,  1923.   '  '    ■  .■

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"COOPERA.TIQIT"DISCUSSED  AT  AMEEICAN  FAFM  LOCAL  ]\ffiETI]\IG. 

Success  in  cooperation  lies  in  seven  relatively  important  factors, 
Lloyd  S.  Tenny,  Assistant  Chief,   told  the  members  of  the  local  chapter  of 
the  American  Farm  Economic  Association,  who  met  in  the  conference  room  of 
the  Bieber  Building  last  Weanesday,     As  a  result  of  careful  study,  Mr. 
Termy  said  tha:.  a  farmer's  cooperative  association  to  oe  successful  must 
have  a  definite  object  in  vievj;  must  be  formed  on  a  commodity  basis;  must 
have  sufficient  volume  of  business  to  cover  operating  costs  and  must  have 
the  business  controlled  or  'under  contract;  must  have  good  management; 
proper  accoimting;  and  an  educated  membership,  that  is  members  must  have 
complete  knowledge  of  the  aims  and  conduct  of  the  or^nization;  and  the 
organization  must  be  self-perpe foating.     By  this  last  factor,  Mr.  Tenny 
said  he  meant  that  once  the  organization  was  established,  it  should  not 
be  necessary  to  call  on  outside  aid  to  reestablish  policies,  to  provide  a 
new  management  or  to  conduct  affairs. 

A.  M.  Loomis,  Secretary  of  the  National  Dairy  Union  and  Secretary 
to  Dr.  T.  C.  Atkeson,  Washington  representative  of  the  National  Grange, 
stated  that  out  of  fifty  years  experience  but  one  form  of  cooperation  in 
the  Grange  has  sm-vived,  and  that  is  group  action  for  the  purchase  and 
local  distribution  of  farm  supplies.     "Distribution  is  not  a  function  to 
be  performed  by  farmers",  he  said. 

Charles  W.  Eolman,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  National  Milk  Produc- 
ers Federation,  while  agreeing  for  the  most  part  with  Mr.  Tenny  said  that 
he  also  viev/ed  cooperation  from  the  institutional  side.    He  outlined  the 
form  of  organization  of  the  Dairymen' s  League  and  emphasized  what  he  called 
the  "pyramiidic"  form  of  cooperation. 

C.  M.  Mor^n  of  the  American  Cotton  Grov/ers  Association,  thought 
that  in  addition  to  the  fundamentals  laid  down  by  Mr.  Tenny,  a  democratic 
form  of  government  was  necessary  to  the  success  of  any  cooperative  organi- 
zation.   He  also  stated  that  there  must  not  be  any  diversity  of  interest 
so  far  as  the  functions  of  an  association  are  concerned, 

5.     ADDITIONAL  PLAI^^S  FOR  NEW  LIVE  STOCK  REPORTING  SEEVICE  COMPLETED. 

Charles  E.  Gage  ret^orned  to  Washington  November  IS  after  an  absence 
of  three  weeks  in  Terns,  Oklahoma,  Kansas,  Missouri,  Arkansas,  Tennessee, 
Kentucky  and  West  Virginia.     The  trip  was  made  largely  in  connection  with 
the  ne\Y  live  stock  reporting  service.    At  Nashville  a  conference  v\ras  held 
with  G.  L.  Morris  and  Dixon  Merritt,  of  the  local  office,  C.  L.  Harlan  of 
the  Chicago  office,  and  H.  F.  Bryant,  of  the  Louisville  office.     The  pur- 
pose of  the  meeting  was  to  devise  ways  and  means  of  making  advance  esti- 
mates of  the  spring  lamb  movement  from  Kentucky  and  Tennessee.    As  a  re- 
sult of  this  meeting,  and  cooperation  promised  by  the  Nashville  and  Louis- 
ville stock  yards,  data  v/ill  be  obtained  to  show  the  volume  of  the  out 
movement  of  lambs  by  counties  during  the  months  April  to  July,  from  1920 
to  aate,  and  the  in  movement  of  stocker  ewes.     This  latter  movement  does 
not  appear  to  be  significant  in  Tennessee,  but  is  considerable  in  Kentucky 
Mr.  Gage  said.     Special  lists  of  sheep  growers  will  be  established  and 
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incu-iries  will  bs  made  in  Decemter  as  to  numbers  of  ewes  and  the  trend  of 
breeding  cpers^tions  in  order  to  get  an  early  indication  of  the  prcoabiiity 
01  increase  or  decrease  of  the  lamb  crop  compared  with  the  previous  year. 
Inquiries  will  be  made  in  Febr'j2-ry  to  determine  the  percentage  of  early 
lambs  droppc'd  as  an  indication  of  whether  "che  market  moveixient  will  be  early 
or  late,  and  in  April  to  determine  the  size  of  the  spring  lamb  crop,  per- 
centage cf  early  and  late  lambs,  and  other  partinen-D  inf orma-cion. 

Tnis  Ken  tuck;/ -Tennessee  lamb  movement  coincides  with  the  California 
movement.     It  is  proposed  therefore  to  keep  both  sections  as  fully  informed 
as  possible.

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The  Secretary  has  approved  Leon  M.  Estaorook's  application  for  a 
year's  leave  of  absence,  without  pay,  from  January  1  to  December  3^,  1923, 
to  enable  him  to  assist  in  the  reorganization  of  thfe  crop  reporting  and 
statistical  service  of  the  Argentine  Department  of  Agriculture .    Mr.  Esta-

&  Holt  Line,  sailing  from  New  York  January  3         arriving  at  Rio  de  Janeiro 
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January  17 .     There  it  will  be  necessary  to  transfer  to  the  Arlanza  of  the 
Royal  ivlail  Steamship  Line,  leaving  Hio  de  Janeiro  on  January  23  and  arriv- 
ing at  Buenos  Aires  January  27-     The  five  days  at  Eio  de  Janeiro  v^rill  give 
Mr,  SsLaorcok  an  opioor^-jnity  lo  see  the  exposition  and  perhaps  to  stuiy 
the  central  statistical  organization  of  the  Brazilian  Government. 

U.     AT  THE  BUREAU  COUNCIL. 

The  Commcdity  Council  Plan  of  the  department  was  briefly  outlined 
and  some  of  the  incidents,  leading  up  to  the  formation  of  the  councils  were 
reviewed  by  Dr.  Taylor  at  the  B-jreau  Council  meeting  yesterday  morning. 
The  object  of  the  comcils  is  to  bring  together  persons  interested  in  a 
problem  so  that  each  may  present  his  thought  with  a  view  to  assisting  the 
department  to.  formulate  a  definite  inclusive  policy.     Cotton  and  potato 
councils  have  been  organized  and  others  will  be  as  problems  trouoling 
farmers  arise.     The  Official  Record  dated  tomorrow  vvill  carry  a  more  com- 
plete pict-ore  of  this  new  departmental  plan. 

W.  A.  Schoenfeld  made  a  brief  report  on  his  visit  to  New  York  City 
last  Friday,  when  he  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Taylor  Society,  a  society 
to  promote  the  science  and  the  art  of  administration  and  of  management.  Ke 
stated  that  the  aiscussion  centered  around  whether  or  not  it  was  desirable 
to  build  up  your  own  selling  and  distributing  agency. 

Lloyd  S.  Termy  made  a  report  on  the  wool  hearings  held  at  Boston 
last  Tuesday  and  at  Philadelphia  last  Thursday.    While  some  of  the  forty 
representatives  of  the  wool  trade  Who  actively  participated  in  the  Boston 
hearing  attempted  to  angle  their  talks  against  standardization,  they  actu- 
ally presented  an  arg-oment  in  favor  of  standaraization,  Mr.  Tenny  said.  In 
general,  the  v/ool  trade  was  sympathetic  with  the  aims  of  the  bureau.  At 
Boston,  there  was  a  relatively  strong  demand  and  at  Philaaelphia  an  in- 
sistent demand  that  the  grades  be  workea  out  on  the  English  cotint  system, 
Mr.  Tenny  reported.     There  was  a  q.uestion  in  his  mind,  he  said,  as  to  vvhether 
the  bureau  was  ready  to  promulgate  the  grades 'as  worked  out  or  whether  fur- 
ther research  studies  should  be  conducted  before  a  final  decision  is  reached. 
Further  hearings  will  be  held  at  Chicago,  December  b,  as  previously  an- 
nounced, and  at  Washington,  early  next  year. 

Leon  M.  Estabrook  spoke  of  his  contemplated  trip  to  the  Argentine 
and  of  what  he  hopes  to  accomplish  vvrithin  the  next  year. 

5.    N"EW  PROCEDURE  IN  PREPARING  LETTERS  OF  AUTHORIZATION.  • 

Letters  of  Authorization,  after  December  1,  wall  be  prepared  in  the 
division  concerned.     The  use  of  form  BAE-50  will  entirely  supersede  the  use 
of  AE-39  (Ee^iuest  on  the  Chief  of  Bureau  for  the  "preparation  of  letters  of 
authorization). 

Buff -colored  paper  will  be  used  for  the  original  letter  and  thin 
Yv'hite  paper  for  the  five  carbons. 

Tiie  first  carbon  should  be  initialed  oy  the  division  leader,  or  some 
one  designated  by  him.     The  letter  sho-uLd  be  forwarded  direct  to  Mr.  Quirn's 
office  for  viseing  and  recording;   then  to  the  aaministrative  office  for  ap- 
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proval.    Any  question  relating  to  %he  preparation  oi  Form  B.A.E.-30  may 
be  taken  up  with  Mr.  Quinn  direct. 

This  new  procedure  will,  Jvir .  Tenny  believes,  eliminate  routine  and 
expedite  the  iss'oing  of  letters  of  authorization.

Another  court  decision  in  favor  of  the  Government  \vas  rendered  about 
November  23  when  Judge  Sater  of  the  United  States  district  court  for  the 
Southern'  district  of  Ohio  at  Cincinnati  handea  down  his.  decision  in  the  ex- 
cess wool  profits  case  of  the  Government  vs.  William  H.  Gordin  of  Spring- 
field.    Copy  of  the  opinion'  has  not  yet-  oeen  received  by  the  b^areau,  but  ad- 
vice concerning  it  has  been  received  from  the  United  States  attorney. 
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U.     BALTIMORE  OFFICE  INAUGUPATES  NEV/  P50CEDUBE  IN  SUPERVISING  EXFORTS. 

The  Baltimore  Office  of  Federal  Grain  Supervision  has  established 
branch  offices  at  each  elevator  in  Baltimore  with  a  view  to  facilitating 
the  supervision  of  export  shipments.     An  assistant  supervisor  has  oeen^ 
placed  in  charge  at  each  elevator  where  samples  are  inspected  at  the  time 
of  loading  shipments  for  eivport.    When  discrepancies  or  differences  of 
opinion  relative  to  interpretative  factors  arise  -among  inspectors,  the 
Federal  supervisor  is  on  the  ground  to  see  that  the  correct  interpretation 
obtains  and  that  the  export  shipments  go  forward  properly  graded  and  cer- 
tificated. 

The  Baltimore  Chamoer  of  Commerce  has  commented  favorably  on  this 
new  arrangement. 

5.  STOCKS  OF  SWEET  POTATOES  IN  STORAGE  TO  EE  REPORTED. 

Qmntities  of  s'.veet  potatoes  in  storage  in  the  United  States  are  to 
be  reported  twice  a  year,  according  to  a  system  of  reporting  being  worked 
out  by  this  bureau.     The  first  report  of  stocks  in  commercial  storage  as 
of  December  15  will  be  issued  early  in  January  and  the  second  report  for  ., 
the  present  season  'will  show  stocks  in  storage  on  March  1,  1923- 

The  b-ureau' s  State  agricult-aral  statisticians  will  obtain  and  issue 
these  reports  in  their  respective  States,     Complete  reports  will  also  be 
issued  from  Washington. 

A  list  of  sweet  potato  storage  houses  compiled  in  this  oureau  shovvs 
that  there  are  over  3,0^0  storage  houses  in  the  United  States  witn  a  com- 
bined capacity  exceeding  12,000,000  bushels.     Approximately  half  of  the 
houses  are  classified  as  commercial  and  have  a  capacity  of  over  10,000,000 
bushels.     The  remaining  siiiall  houses  are  usijally  located  on  farms  ana  are 
used  to  store  supplies  for  home  consumption. 

6.  REGISTRATION  OF  miL. 

The  Chief  Cler^  of  the  Department  has  called  attention  to  a  communi- 
cation from  the  Postiijaster  General  in  regard  to  the  large  amo'ont  of  addi- 
tional work  and  expense  involvea  in  handling  registered  mail,  and  suggesting 
that  a  greater  portion  of  registered  matter  could  be  sent  as  ordinary  mail 
without  risk  of  loss. 

Division  heads  and  head  clerks  are  req,uested  to  limit  the  amount  of 
outgoing  registered  mail  to  the  minim-om  of  highly  important  mail.

Since  letters  of  authorization  are  now  being  prepared  in  the  divi- 
sions in  vvhich  the  officers  to  vvhoni  they  are  issued  are  employed^  the  fol- 
lowing suggestions  re ^rding  their  .preparation  have  oeenmade.  Letters 
authorizing  foreign  travel,  or  authorizing  persons  not  employes  of  the 
department  to  perform  travel  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  with  the  Secre- 
tary-of  Agriculture  or. his  authorized  representative  must  be,  signed  by  the 
Chief  of  B^xreau  and  approved  by  the  Secretary,  of  A.gr i cult "or e ,  the  word 
"Approved''  and  the  title  "Secretary"  appearing  in  the  lower  left-hand 
corner.     Other  letters  of  authorization  should  be  prepared  for  the  signa- 
ture of  the  A_cting  Chief  of  Bureau. 

As  stated  in  the  last  issue,  the  original  letter  should  be  type- 
written on  the  regular  buff  colored  Form  B.A.E.-30  and  five  copies  made  on 
thin  white  paper,  the  first  carbon  to  be  initialed  by  the  division  head  or 
some  one  designated  by  him.    The  letter  of  authorization  should  then  be 
forwarded  to  the  Section  of. Audits  and  Accounts  for  examination  and  record, 
and  then  to  the  Viseing  Section  for  review.     The  Viseing  Section  will  for- 
ward it  to  the  central  office  of  the  Branch  of  Operation  for  signature  of 
the  Acting  Chief .  of. :B-areau,  or  for  initials  when  it  is  to  be  signed  by  the 
Chief  of  Bureau  ana  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture. 

After  signature,  the  letter  of  authorization  should  be  sent  to  the 
Section  of  Mails  and  Files  where  it  will  be  handled  as  follows:

Vfeen  a  letter  of  authorization  is  to  be  drafted  authorizing  atten- 
dance at  a  meeting  of  any  organization  or  association,  or  the  delivery  of 
an  address  of  any  kind,  a  communication  addressed  to  the  Secretary  should 
be  prepared  for  the  signature  of  the  Chief  of  Bureau^  giving  an  estimate  of 
the  cost  of  the  proposed  travel,  and  e:iplaining  the  need  for  the  travel  or 
for  tne  address  to  be  delivered.

At  Er :  Taylor- s  request,  Mr.  Tenny  reviewed  the  outstanding  phases 
of  the  meeting  of  the  National  Association  of  State  Marketing  Officials. 
Mr«  Tenny  feels  that  these  officials  have  found  themselves,  as  an  asso- 
ciation, during  the  past  year.    They  are  thinking  along  service  and 
regiila'jory  lin-js  chiefly,  hut  recognise  the  very  great  importance  of 
fundamental  research  work.     The  nmportance  of  research  work  on  ccnsimer 
demand  was  emphasi-zed  as  important  to  all  of  the  other  marketing  work* 
Tlie-ii*  introducticn  of  speakers  from  the  commercial  world  this  year  gave 
new  stiEialus-,    The  transportation  meeting  was  m.enfcioned  particularly  and 
Mr»  T\5rjny  felt  tha.t  the  committees  brought  in  strong  papers  as  a  rule. 
Messrs.  Wheeler,  Sheman  and  Marquis '^m^ade  further  comments  on  the  meeting 
^"X^n-d  ^'iT,  V.Tt-ieeler  reported  the  rather  adverse  attitude  of  the  International 
Crop  Improvem.ent  Association  to  the  Senate  Seed  Registration  Bill, 

Mr.  Ter.ny  also  reviewed  briefly  the  Chicago  hearing  on  the  wool 
grades,    "^'^hereas  attendance  at  Boston  represented  largely  the  trade  >  and 
,       at  Philadelphia  the  m.ill  interest,  at  Chicago  producers  were  decidedly  in 
r  ^  evidence  as  v/as  the  trade.    After  a  spirited  m.eeting,   involving  much  dis- 
l    S  cu.ssion,  the  gathering  as  a  whole  gave  general  endorsem.ent  to  the  grades 
^  as  presented  a 

Boil  weevil  and  the  pink  boll  worm  were  the  chief  subjects  for 
discussion  at  the  Memphis  meeting  of  the  Cotton  States  Commissicn  accord- 
ing to  Mr.  Yohe,  who  reported  th^t  a  notable  feeling  of  good  relationship 
with  the  Departm.ent  and  the  I)epartm.ent '  s  point  of  vievv  was  evident  after 
>-3     Secretary  Wallace's  arrival  and  speech.     Cons iderab ions  of  State  warehouse 
^     movsments  were  allaved  to  go  over  and  additional  interest  was  apparently 
a^Arakened  in  the  Federal  warehouse  work.    Dr.  Taylor  commiented  on  the 
evident  realization  among  those  in  attendance  that  a  credit  system  for 
that  region  must  be  worked  out  that  will  cover  both  production  and  marketing. 


2  •    SIX- YEAR  FARM  BUSINESS  ANALYSIS  SURVEY  COMFLS'ISD 


Field  work  in  connection  with  a  six-year  farmx  business  anali.ysis 
study  of  100  truck  farms  in  Hillsboro  Cor^ity,  and  100  citras  fruit  farms 
in  Polk  Comty,  Fla. ,  has  just  been  ccmpj. •■-ted  by       C.  Eimk^  Biuce  McKAnley 
and  H,  Ax,  Miller,  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Managem^ent,   and  C.  k„  Swinr.on  of 
the  Division  of  Cost  of  Product ion^  who  have  recently  retv.rrxad  from  Florida. 
Mim.ecgraphed  progress  reports  giving  a  summary  of  the  results  of  the  first 
five  years^  study  have  already  been  issued  and  &  final  report  of  the  investiga- 
tions will  be  submitted  for  publication  this  year. 
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Most  of  the  products  of  Hillsboro  County,  v;hich  is  a  well-estahl ished 
truck  area,  are  sold  to  independent  buyers  on  a  cash  basis,  the  study  de- 
veloped.    The  most  important  cror  raised  is  stra.vberries ,  followed  by  Irish 
potatoes,   string  beans,  tomatoes,  cabbage  and  cucumbers.    Nearly  every  farm 
has  a  small  orange  grove  which  is  an  important  contributor  to  the  farm 
receipts . 

In  Polk  County,  the  leading  citrus  fruit  -producing  county  in  the 
State,  the  industry  is  highly  specialized  in  what  is  known  as  the  citrus 
belt  of  this  county.    Practically  no  other  crops  are  raised.    Of  the  farms 
surveyed,  nearly  two- thirds  of  the  fruit  acreage  is  in  oranges,  about  one- 
third  in  grape  fruit  and  about  5^       tangerines.    Much  of  the  fruit  in 
this  region  is  sold  through  a  cooperative  ma.r'keting  association,

5  *    OPINION  IN  EXCESS  WOOL  PROFITS  CASE  JUST  RECEI^JED. 

The  demurrer  filed  by  W.  H.  Gordin  of  S'pringf ield,  Ohio,  challenging  . 
the  authority  of  the  War  Industries  Board  bo  regelate  the  wool  clip  a^id  also 
the  right  of  the  United  States  Departm.eno  of  Agriculture  to  collect  excess  profit 
made  by  dealers  in  handling  wool  of  that  clip  has  been  overruled,  according 
to  the  opinion  of  Judge  Sater,  of  the  United  States  District  Court  for  the...,. 
Southern  District  of  Ohio,  copy  of  which  has  just  been  received  by  the 
department,  g 
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Without  passing  upon  the  question  as  to  whether  the  War  Industries 
Beard  had  statutory  power  to  regulate  the  wool  clip  of  IPIS  in  the  manner 
it  was  regulated,  Judge  Sater  holds  that  the  regialations  of  the  Board  have 
been  ra.tified  by  the  repeated  appropriations  made  by  Congress  to  this  de- 
par  tir.ent  for  the  enforcement  of  those  regulations  and  that  Mr.  Gordin^s 
agreement  to  operate  subject  to  the  regulations  constitutes  a  valid  and 
binding  contract  obligating  him  to  pay  over  his  excess  profits  to  the 
Goverrjnent . 

It  "JSiS  argued  in  this  case,  as,  it  has  been  in  some  others,  that  the 
G-overnment  has  no  real  interest  in  the  excess  wool  profits  and,  therefore, 
no  right  to  sue  for  their  recovery..  Judge  Sater  disposes  of  this  argument 
by  reference  to  the  fact  that . the  parties  to  the  agreement  upon  which  licenses 
were  issued  by  thd  War  Industries  Board  were  the  United  States  and  the 
licensees,  in- this  case  Mr.  Gordin,  from,  which  it  necessarily  results  that 
the  disposition  m.ade  of  the  moneys  to  be  collected  by  the  Govemm.ent,  whether 
to  the  wool  growers  or  not,   is  immaterial. 

This  is  the  third  excess  wool  profits  case  won  by  the  Government, 
favorable  decisions  having  been  rendered  also  in  the  Eastern  District  of 
Michigan  and  Southern  District  of  Illinois,    No  cases  have  been  decided 
adversely  bo  the  Governmxent.

Surplemenbv-r^r  to  previous  circulars  on  this  subject,  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget  has  advised  that  reduced  rates  cn  hotel  room.s  for  Government 
employee  travelir<g  cn  official  business  upon  proper  identification  will  be 
allaved  by  the  fol laving  hotels  as  indica^ted:

Gccd- fellowship  characterized  the  luncheon  and  informal  reception 
given  last  Thursday  in  honor  of  Leon  M.  Estahrook,  Associate  Chief,  who 
is  leaving  the  Bureau  this  week  for  a  year  in  order  to  reorganize  and 
develop  the  crop  reporting  and  statistical  work  of  the  Argentine  Government. 
In  the  Crystal  Room  of  the  New  Ehbitt  Hotel,  seventy-five  covers  were  laid 
for  the  luncheon,  which  was  a  complete  surprise  to  Mr»  Estabrook»  The 
Secretary,  the  Chief  and  Mrs ,  Taylor,  Mrs,  Estabrook,  Dr.  B.  T.  Galloway, 
Dr,  ?/.  A,  Taylor,  Lloyd  S.  Tenr.y,  Charles  J.  Brand,  Chester  Morrill,  Stephen 
Bray,  division  and  project  leaders  of  the  bureau  and  employes  of  the  former 
Bureau  of  Crop  Estim.ates  attended. 

Dr.  H.  C.  Taylor,  who  presided,  said  "V/e  are  here  today  to  rejoice 
with  cur  colleague  over  the  great  honor  which  has  ccme  to  him  and,  through 
him,  to  the  Departm.ent  of  Agriculture,  in  that  he  has  been  called  upon  by 
a  foreign  country  to  render  an  important  service*"  .  Dr,  B.  T»  Galloway  and 
Dr,  W,  A.  Taylor,  who  were  connected  with  the  Departmient  of  Agriculture 
when  Mr.  Estabrook  became  a  part  of  it,  painted  intimate  pictures  of  the 
work  and  acccm.plishments  of  Mr.  Estabrook  in  the  early  days  of  his  career 
with  the  departm.ent.    Dr,  Galloway  said  "It  was  a  great  pleasure  to  be 
associated  with  men  like  Mr.  Estabrook.    His  work  and  life  are  an  inspiration 
to  every  young  man  in  the  Government  Service." 

Secretary  Wallace,  in  commienting  on  Mr*  Estabrook^s  call  to  a  foreign 
land,  said:  "I  think  the  department  is  to  be  the  gainer,  even  though  for  a  • 
time  it  loses  Mr.  Estabrook,     If  his  health  and  life  are  spared,  he  is  going 
to  accumulate  a  vast  amount  of  experience  which  will  be  helpful  to  us.  V/e 
expect  you  back,  Mr.  and  Mrs*  Estabrook,  and  this  is  an  experience  which  will 
enable  Mr.  Estabrook  to  serve  not  only  the  government  to  which  he  is  going, 
but  afterwards  our  own  government  as  well/' 

Charles  E.  Gage  was  called  upon  to  speak  in  behalf  of  the  employes  of 
the  former  Bureau  of  Crop  Estimates.    He  expressed  the  affection  of  the  employes 
for  Mr.  Estabrook  and  lauded  him  for  his  fair  and  impartial  administration* 
"He  encouraged  liberal  ideals"  said  Mr.  Gage,  "and  brought  constructive  ideals 
to  the  service.    We  hope  that  he  will  come  back  to  us  and  guide  cur  destiny 
as  he  has  in  the  past."

Economic  Association  last  Wednesday  on  Federal  Farm.  Loans  and  the  Future, 
Judge  Lobdell  reviewed  the  past  as  well  as  the  future,    "In  the  light  of  this 
hasty  review"  he  stated  "I  do  not  hesitate  to  say,  turning  to  the  future,  that 
if  the  present  standard  of  integrity  of  the  Federal  Land  Bank  securities  is 
m.aintained,  the  future  for  the  /American  farm.er,  so  far  as  proper  farm  m.ortgage 
credit  is  concerned,  may  . be  looked  to  with  complacency"  » 

Follov/ing  Judge  Lobdell^ s  address,  V,  N«  Valgren  and  A,  ^,  McKays  spoke 
briefly.    Mr,  Valgren  reviewed  and  eirphasized  certain  points  made  by  the  Judge 
especially  the  effect  on  rates  of  interest,    Mr.  McKay  spoke  of  the  cooperative 
aspects  of  farm  loans.

7.    COST  DATA  ON  FATTENING  CATTLE  IN  CORN  BELT  BFH^TO  TABULATED, 

Tabulation  of  cost  data  on  5OO  droves  of  cattle  obtained  in  five  corn 
belt  States  for  the  winter  feeding  season  of  1921-22  is  being  cornpleted  in 
the  Cost  of  Production  Division.    After  the  losses  incurred  in  the  two  previous 
seasons  the  financial  returns  for  last  winter^ s  feeding  were  very  satisfactory, 
the  study  developed.     In  western  Icwa  and  eastern  Nebraska  an  average  profit 
of  about  $15  was  realised  vvhich  just  about  balances  the  loss  incurrea  in 
1920-21,    R.  D.  Jennings,  who  conducted  the  investigation,  states  that  since 
cattle  feeding  is  a  method  of  getting  corn  to  market,  the  price  returned  by 
corn  fed  to  cattle  may  be  compared  with  the  m.arket  price  of  corn  in  determining 
the  relative  profitableness  of  the  two  methods  of  disposing  of  corn.  These 
Icwa  and  Nebraska  cattle  returned  about  65  cents  a  bushel  for  corn  fed  them  or 
nearly  twice  its  farm  price.     Cattle  feeders  shav  a  very  nice  return  compared 
with  cash-corn  farmiers.

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2  -    FIELD  STUDIES  IN  M/'iRKETING  AMERICAN  EGYPTI/J:T  COTTON  COlVdPLETED. 

Marketing  Anerican  Egyptian  cotton  v^a^s  studisd  "by  George  Euttervvorth, 
Specialist  in  Cotton  Classing,  ffho  recently  returned  from  the  Salt  River 
Valley  where  he  had  been  since  early  in  Septerr'Der.    To  demonstrate  that  the 
quality  and  uniformity  of  cotton  from  this  section  are  as  good  as  that  of 
any  other  long-staple  section,  cotton  from  segregated  areas  covering  about 
3,50c  acres  was  classified  by  Mr,  Butter.vorth,    The  cotton  from  these  areas 
'.vas  closely  observed  during  the  growing  season  and  prior  to  picking  by 
Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  specialists.     It  vvas  practically  free  from  disease 
and  blight  vvhich  is  thought  to  be  the  cause  of  wealiened  staple  of  cotton 
of  certain  sections  in  the  valley. 

Mr.  Butterworth  feels  that  the  survey  has  clearly  demonstrated  that 
segregation  is  the  logical  and  practical  thing,  as  it  tends  tov7ard  uniformity 
and  elim.ination  of  '/aste.    The  relative  spinning  quality  of  cotton  from  the 
segregated  areas  will  be  determined  and  compared  with  quality  from  unsegregated 
units . 

In  ginning,  efforts  were  made  to  get  the  cotton  as  smooth  as  possible, 
Mr.  Butter;vorth  states.    Many  improvements  have  been  made  in  this  direction 
during  the  present  season.    Records  of  the  work  kept  throughout  the  season 
will  be  tabulated  and  assembled  for  future  use* 

In  the  .vork,  Mr,  Butter.vorth  cooperated  with  the  Bureau  of  Plant 
Industry,  the  Arizona  Pimia  Cotton  Gra;vers  and  the  Terape  Cptton  Exchange. 

3*     IRBIGATIGN  REPORT  BY  R.  P,  TE5LE,  PUBLISH^  BY  CENSUS. 

The  firial  report  of  the  I920  census  of  irrigation  prepared  by 
R.  P.  Teele,  of  the  Division  of  Land  Econom-is,  appears  in  Volume  VII  of  the 
reports  of  the  Fourteenth  Census,  which  has  just  been  issued  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census.    This  report  shews  the  acreage  irrigated,  capital  invested 
in  irrigation  works,  and  crops  gravn  on  irrigated  land  for  the  Western 
States  where  irrigation  is  practiced.    Data  are  classified  by  the  character 
of  the  enterprise  supplying  water  for  irrigation,  character  of  rights  to 
water,  and  the  sources  from  which  water  is  obtained. 

The  most  significant  figures  given  are  those  showing  the  acreages 
for  which  water  had  been  provided  but  which  had  not  been  put  in  cultivation 
in  1519,  indicating  that  there  was  little  need  for  the  construction  of 
adi5.itional  irrigation  work  at  that  time.-    The  area  irrigated  was  reported 
as  19,191,71b  acres,  and  the  acreage  for  which  water  had  been  provided  in 
192c  was  26,020,14.77,  showing  that  sufficient  water  for  6,S2S,76l  acres  was 
available  but  not  used.    In  other  words,  the  area  irrigated  could  be  in- 
creased about  35^  vvl-thout  the  construction  of  additional  irrigation  v/orks • 
This  is  considerably  more  than  the  increase  in  the  area  irrigated  from  I9C9 
to  192c,  Mr.  Teele  states. 


3.    LIVESTOCK  NE^S  SERVICE  IWALUABLE  WRITES  NEWSPAPER  CRITIC. 

The  market  reporting  service  on  live  stock  recently  established  by 
the  bureau  in  California  is  considered  of  m.ore  importance  to  the  South.vest 
producers  than  the  new  stockyards  in  Los  Angeles  according  to  A.  L.  Spelln^er, 
newspaper  critic  of  Los  i^ngeles.    Upon  receipt  of  the  market  information 
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furnished  "by  the  Los  Angeles  office,  price  differentials  between  various 
lots  purchased  from  different  producers  have  heen  materially  narra7ed  even 
in  the  most  remote  ranch  districts,  he  asserts,    "The  spread  hetvveen  buys" 
•-vrites  Mr.  Spellmeyer,  "has  narrcved  to  25  cents  per  c^^t.  instead  of  $1  or 
more  as  often  existed  in  the  past,  and  two  practices  are  today  alm.ost 
abolished,   one  the  speculator  m.aking  a  miargin  on  a  knovvn  market  through 
rapid  action  anong  remote  producers,  and  the  other,  the  large  outfits  in 
certain  sections  taking  up  the  smaller  lots  in  their  vicinity  at  a  margin 
difference," 

CRITICISM  OF  CROP  REPORTS. 

Crop  reports  and  the  crop  reporting  service  are  subject  to  more  or 
less  criticismi  every  year,   the  frequency  and  severity  of  the  criticisms  being 
iri'luenced  largely  by  the  relative  size  of  crop  production  and  prices ♦  The 
Associate  Chief  desires  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  all  employes  of  the 
bureau  the  f  ollaving  extract  from  a  report  cf  the  Committee  on  Departm^ent 
Methods  (Keep  Comm.ission)  to  President  Roosevelt  in  January,  I9C6,  as 
follcvs: 

"It  is  unquestionably  very  difficult  to  miake  an  accurate 
estimiate  of  a  crop  yield  .vhen  the  crop  is  still  immature  and 
ungatl'jered,  and  any  G-overnment  office  charged  -jyith  the  d"iity  of 
m^Jkin^  such  estimates  must  in  the  nature  of  things  m-ake  errors 
^nd  05  subjected  to  criticism,  therefor,  -vhether  such  errors  be 
great  or  small.    The  Bureau  of  Statistics  has  been  and  \vill  be 
criticised  on  its  estimates.    The  results  reached  on  cotton 
by  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  in  recent  years,  IQOU  excepted,  have 
not,  in  our  judgment,  merited  the  condemnation  or  the  bitter 
criticism  directed  against  the  bureau," 

This  report  .vas  signed  by  C.  H.  Keep  as  Chairman,  L,  0.  f.5array, 
James  R.  G-arfield,  arjd  Gifford  Pinchot.    "As  a  general  rule  criticism.s 
directed  ;:igair^t  the  crop  reporting  service  are  merely  expressions  of 
opinion  founded  upon  general  impressions  rather  than  upon  careful  stuc-.y  of 
dependable  datr.  ar^  the  compelling  miotive  is  likely  to  be  dissatisfaction 
with  m.arket  and  price  conditions,"  Mr.  Estabrook  says. 

5,  FOOD  OF  S?IFPI?Ta  BOARD  VESSKL^?  TO  B?  INS?^CT?D  BY  BUREAU, 

Fruits  and  vegetables  consumed  on  passenger  ships  operated  hy  the 
United  States  Shipping' Board  out  01  Ne.v  York  7/ill  hereafter  be  inspected 
by  the  Food  Products  Inspection  Service.    Approximately  500,000  pounds  of 
fruits  and  vegetables  a  m.onth  are  consumed  on  the  11  large  vessels  in  this 
service*    Arrangem.ents  are  also  under  .vay  to  m.ake  Federal  inspections  of 
produce  consum.ed  in  Army  and  Navy  hospitals  in  Ne^v  York. 

6,  UljRULED  PAPER  PADS  SHq^LD  BE  USIjID  FOR  SCRATCH  RtrpqsfS. 

Pads  m.ade  from  vvaste  paper  cjid  issued  without  charge  by  the  Section 
of  Property  and  Supplies  should  be  used  b^/  the  divisions  whenever  possible 
in  preference  to  the  ruled  \A^riting  pads  v/hich  the  bureau  must  purchase.  In 
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going  over  the  stock  cards  for  the  past  year,  J.  F.  Pevare  has  ascertained 
that  the  use  of  ruled  paper  pads  is  widely  distributed  throughout  the  hureau 
and  it  is  believed  that  in  many  instances  they  are  used  for  scratch  paper. 
In  the  interest  of  economy,  it  is  suggested  that  for  scratch  and  informal 
memorandum  purposes,  the  unruled  pads  made  from  stationery  of  the  former 
bureaus  be  used.
